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ALLEGED FREIGHT DISCRIM- 
INATION. 


In view of the emphatic denials by 
the various railroads that any dis- 
crimination is being, or has for a long 
time been, made in their transportation 
rates, and the equally emphatic de- 
nials by the alleged beneficiaries of 
such discriminations that any were be- 
ing made, the complaint of the Gulf Re- 
fining Company, filed with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioners against 
several railroad companies, has caused 
considerable surprise. The allegation 
is that the rates discriminate against 
the Gulf Refining Company and oper- 
ate to the benefit of the Standard Oil 
Company in that shipments from 
Northern points to the Southern mar- 
kets are taken at rates much lower 
than shipments from the same points 
going from the South to the North. 
The answer to the complaint has not 
been filed and the oil interests are at 
a loss to understand how these differ- 
ences in the rates between the haul 
South and the haul North between the 
same points can be reconciled or de- 
fended, and the answer of the trans- 
portation companies is consequently 
awaited with unusual interest. The 
complaint of the Gulf Refining Com- 
pany will be found in full on another 
page of this issue of the Reporter, 
while further features in this case 
will be laid before our readers as they

MENTHOL’S IMPROVED POSI- 
TION. 


The turn in the market for menthol, 
after an almost steady decline for six- 
teen months, with an exception last 
September, when a slight but short 
improvement was manifested, has 


aroused confidence in some quarters 
for a restoration of the values that 





prevailed earlier in the year. Dealers 
in direct touch with primary condi- 
tions, however, offer little encourage- 
ment for any material reaction in 
prices. The acreage in Japan is said 
to be as large as that of last year, 
when the yield was the heaviest on 
record, and the development of the 
peppermint plant has been report- 
ed most favorable. While the 
holding capacity of distillers in 
Japan may be strengthened by the 
prospect cf early peace, the availability 
of a large crop, following one that was 
far beyond the possibility of absorption 
for consuming wants, is a factor of 
primary consideration. It is true that 
the consuming outlet has been stimu- 
lated by the low range of prices and 
the increased disparity with American 
peppermint oil values, but the margin 
between the two products is likely to 
be lessened by the favorable prospects 
for this year’s crop of native pepper- 
inint oil. Menthol has attracted con- 
siderable speculative interest during re- 
2ent months, and orders for round lots 
are in the hands of local dealers for 
consummation when it is believed the 
market has touched its long-awaited 
bottom. The feeling that prices would 
show rapid advances when the turn 
should have been reached has not been 
realized by the developments of the last 
few days, and a certain lack of sincer- 
ity seems to mark the recent upward 
move. As low as $1.75 was possible on 
spot a few days ago, but early this 
week there was nothing apparently 
availiable below $1.85, and at this writ- 
ing this figure is still acceptable, and it 
would seem that $2 on spot was an 
equitable reflection of the improved 
position of the primary markets. Local 
stocks are said to consist of 1,200 cases, 
but the bulk of this amount is said to 
warrant a selling basis of at least $2.50. 
This was the opening quotation on spot 
this year. The fluctuations in menthol 
have been particularly marked during 
the last three years, in consequence of 
the widespread speculative interest in 
the article in all the principal markets 
of the world. For the ten years pre- 
vious to 1902, the value in Japan is said 
to have shown no wider range than 
seven shillings and seven shillings six 
pence, but in 1902 the market touched 
twelve shillings and in 1903 it rose to 
a level of twenty-four shillings. The 
highest point last year was twenty 
shillings in February, and the closing 
price was eight shillings. The lowest 
level touched so far this year was five 
shillings and six pence. Quotations in 
Japan at this time are reported be- 
tween six shillings and six shillings 
four pence. We have the follow- 
ing statistics of exports from Japan 
during the first three months of 
1905 and 1904, quantities being in kin, 
about one and one-third lbs., and 
values in yen approximately 50c.:—

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BRIMSTONE SITUATION. 


Late advices from. Sicily indicate 
growing apprehension on the part of 
the Anglo-Sicilian syndicate as to the 
future of the brimstone industry, the 
activity of the American producers 
having caused some fear that the An- 
glo-Sicilian concern would not be able 
to renew the contract, and in view of a 
possible failure to do so a deputation 
of Sicilians has been sent to Rome to 
invoke the aid of the Government. It 
is reported in Sicily that a proposition 
will be submitted to compel by law ‘“‘an 
obligatory association among all the 
mine proprietors.” The Anglo-Sicilian 
must be in dire straits to endeavor 
to resort to such measures, but it is 
safe to say the Government will not 
consider such an impractical scheme. 
The cause for the latest moves is the 
decrease in the exports of brimstone to 
the United States, the invasion of the 
European markets by the Louisiana 
producers, and the steadily increasing 
stocks in Sicily. The Sicilian produc- 
ers have all along given voice to the 


opinion that the production in Louisi- 
ana could not be maintained, that the 
deposits were not large and would soon 
become exhausted, and that the cost of 
mining is far greater by the system 
employed here. Their action, however, 
is more eloquent and shows the true 
state of their perturbed minds. The lat- 
est claim made is that the Sicilians can 
retain the markets of the more north- 
ern of the United States, as the freight 
rates are in their favor, the cost of 
shipping brimstone from Louisiana to 
Maine, for instance, being greater than 
from Sicily. The Sicilians should not 
seek to deceive themselves further, for 
sooner or later there will come a rude 
awakening, as has already in the mat- 
ter of production. 

The exports of brimstone from Sicily 
to the United States during the first 
ten months of the present fiscal year 
(from July 1, 1904, to the close of April, 
1905) amounted to 78,286 tons, showing a 
decrease of 58,969 tons, as compared 
with the exports during the same peri- 
od of the preceding fiscal year. The 
exports to the various American ports 
during April (the latest for which 
official returns have been received) 
amounted to 8,338 tons, against 17,2 
tons during April of last year, The ex- 
ports from Sicily to other countries, 
however, show no important de- 
crease. During April they amount- 
ed to 73,301 tons, as against 74,345 tons 
during April last year, while for 
the first four months of the pres- 
ent calendar year they reached a 
total of 219,850 tons, and during the 
corresponding period of last year they 
amounted to 210,763 tons, showing an 
increase of over 9,000 tons, despite the 
heavy decrease in shipments to the 
United States. The stocks of Sicilian 
brimstone have increased from 288,941 
tons at the close of April last year, to 
309,481 tons at the end of April of this 


year, 
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PARIS GREEN HIGHER. 


Early in January the price for Paris 
green was advanced as the result of a 
mutual agreement between manufac- 
turers to uphold prices and establish 
a uniform basis for the same in order 
to assure dealers and distributors a 
legitimate profit. The quotation at the 
opening of the year was advanced two 
cents per pound to twelve cents per 
pound for supplies in bulk in lots of 
five tons and over and one to two cents 
advance for supplies in packages. 
Manufacturers claim that prices have 
still been too low to insure reasonable 
profits to all concerned and therefore 
last week again raised quotations two 
cents per pound to fourteen cents per 
pound for supplies in bulk of five tons 
and over and a similar advance in 
prices for supplies in packages. The 
demand from the certain sections in 
the cotton belt in Texas and Louisiana 
where the boll weevil is raising havoc, 
became active and large sales were 


made. This emphasizes the fact that 
manufacturers have lived up _ to 
their agreements in the main- 
tenance of prices and it is 
asserted they will adhere _ strictly 


to this policy throughout the balance of 
the year. The demand since the open- 
ing of the year has been satisfactory 
and the volume of business transacted 
has not the expectations of most man- 
ufacturers. 
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SHORTAGE IN CURACAO ALOES 
CROP. 


While the market for Curacao aloes 
has gained material strength during 
recent weeks, the upward tendency of 
values is not believed to have spent its 
force and the outlook is regarded in 
authoritative sources to warrant a 
steady increase in spot values. Our 
market reports during recent weeks 
have told of the unwillingness on the 
part of shippers to enter contracts for 
the new crop while so much uncer- 
tainty prevailed as to its extent. Late 
advices have confirmed the earlier 
statements of shortage in the present 
production until now some doubt is ex- 
pressed as to whether two thousand 
cases can be definitely counted upon 
for this year’s yield, against a crop of 
about five tr.usand cases under nor- 
mal conditions. The shortage this year 


is accentuated by the curtailed pro- 
duction last year, from which practical- 
ly nothing was carried over into the 
present season. The absorption of last 
season’s crop for consumption stimu- 
lated buying interest unusually early, 
but so far as can be learned but one 
contract has been made and that at a 
figure that has warranted the spot 
basis of four and one-half cents. The 
views of first hands are now stated to 
be at a level that is likely to establish 
quotations in the local trade up to five 
cents. While the great bulk of Curacao 
aloes is absorbed by the local trade, 
numerous inquiries have been received 
by importers from Europe and a num- 
ber of the large cities here for supplies 
for direct shipment. The leading im- 
porting house states that its first at- 
tention will be directed toward sgatis- 
fying the local wants, which are more 
than enough to take the entire produc- 
tion. An active interest is also mani- 
fested in aloes in gourds, which are 
convenient for handling and especially 
well adapted for display by small deal- 
ers. The same condition which is re- 
sponsible for the shortage in the pro- 
duction of aloes, namely, the long-con- 
tinued drought, has limited the yield 
of gourds to a proportionate extent, 
and considerable difficulty is likely to 
be encountered in meeting the demands 
of the trade in this item. 
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THE WINDOW GLASS SITUA- 
TION. 


Trade conditions in window glass in 
the East are very unsatisfactory and 
complaints of decided dullness are be- 
ing heard. In the West and South, 
however, conditions are the reverse 
and, according to reports, the demand 
there is good and prices are tending 
upward, with indications of advances 
during July, owing to the reduction in 
the available supplies at these points. 
Most of the hand blown glass plants 
have gone out of blast and the re- 
mainder still cperating will be closed 
early in July. The machine plants, 


however, contemplate continuing op- 
erations throughout the summer 
months. Manufacturers of hand blown 


glass have practically no stocks on 
hand, as the glass was marketed as 
fast-as it was produced. It can be 
safely said that there will be no short- 
age of glass in the East, as jobbers are 
carrying full stocks and occasionally 
jobbers outside of the association con- 
tinue to market their glass at extreme- 
ly low prices, at considerable conces- 
sions below the normal market quota- 
tions, in order to realize on same. As 
a result of this course and the slow de- 
mand, trade is somewhat in an un- 
settled state here. Meetings between 
the workers and the window glass 
manufacturers and jobbers’ associa- 
tions have been held in order to arrive 
at an agreement on the wage scale for 
blowers and gatherers for the fire of 
1905 and 1906. There has been dissatis- 
faction on the part of the former, with 
a proposed reduction in wages as set 
forth by the manufacturers, and the 
question evidently remains in statu quo, 
The question at issue is to meet the 
competition by the machine-glass in- 
terests. If the blowers and gatherers 
do not aid the manufacturers in meet- 
ing the keen competition by machine 
interests, it means that the workers 
will be idle and will have to seek other 
fields for employment. If the new 
scale is not adopted a repetition of 
starvation prices will be experienced. 

The local jobbers’ association held a 
meeting recently, but nothing of spe- 
cial interest was accomplished. A 
meeting of the executive board of the 
Window Glass Flatteners and Cutters’ 
Association was held in Pittsburgh on 
Saturday and the question of merging 
the association of blowers and gather- 
ers was thoroughly difcussed and some 
decided action was expected to be 
taken. 

The machine glass interests advanc- 
ed prices on desirable sizes of glass 
thirty-three and one third per cent, 
and other sizes ten per cent. It is in- 
timated that higher quotations are 
looked for. This will have a favorable 
influence on hand-blown glass and 
prices in the East bid well to follow 
this rise.

There is a recognized fancy ‘in China 
in the matter of ginseng. The southern 
provinces, such as Kwangtung, Kwang- 
si, and Fukien, take white only; where- 
as the central provinces, such as 
Kiangsu, Anhui, Hunan, and Hupeh, 
prefer the red; and, to satisfy the lat- 
ter taste, brown instead of white sugar 
is used for coating the roots while they 
are being steamed, thereby imparting 
a pale, reddish tint to the product. 


The first news from Arctic whaling 
fleet has been received at New Bedford, 
and came from Cape Nome where one 
of the vessels stopped on her voyage 
into the Arctic ocean. The report gives 
the catch up to May 30 as 9 bow- 
heads, as follows: Str. William Bay- 
lies, 4; str. Jeannette, 4; and str. 
Thrasher, 1. As far as known this is 
the whole number of bowheads taken 
outside the Arctic against 8 bowheads 
last year. 


The Halifax Herald has information 
that turpentine is being distilled from 
stumps of pine trees in British Colum- 
bia. The lower parts of the trees are so 
full of the fluid that they are of no use 
for lumber, and by aid of stagings the 
upper parts are cut off above the tur- 
pentine section. An American company 
has put in a plant, and from single 
stumps is distilling as high as 75 gal- 
lons of turpentine, all of which is being 
sold in the Orient, 


During the past several years the 
whaling industry, according to reports 
from St. Johns, N. F., has grown to 
large proportions, there being at pres- 
ent over one and one-half millions of 
dollars invested by men in St. Johns. 
For the first of the three years of busi- 
ness good profits were made, but dur- 
ing the two years following the divi- 
dends decreased and the number of 
plants constructed increased. Last 
year many concerns paid no dividends. 


At the special meeting of the stock- 
holders of the National Lead Company 
held on Monday last, resolutions in- 
creasing the capital $10,000,000 each of 
common and 0preferred stock were 
adopted. The regular monthly meet- 
ing of the board of directors was held 
on Tuesday last, at which only routine 
business was done. The matter of tak- 
ing over other lead properties is still 
in abeyance. Among the out of town 
directors present at the meeting’ were 
F. W. Rockwell, E. F. Beale, Geo. O. 
Carpenter, E. C. Goshorn, A’ P. Thomp- 
son and Walter Tufts. 


The report of the Angelia Nitrate Co., 
ltd., for the year 1904 states that the 
gross profit is £29,310, and, after al- 
lowing for London expenses, debenture 
interest, interest on loans, amount 
written off plant and machinery, and 
provision for income tax, the amount 
earried to the balance sheet is £21,824, 
which with £1,896, brought forward, 
makes £23,720. The directors propose 
to appropriate £6,210 to amortisation of 
debentures, to write £9,000 off plant 
and machinery, to pay a final dividend 
of 1s. per share, tax free, making 10 
per cent, for the year, and to carry for- 
ward £1,510. 


Advices from Kobe, Japan, state that 
the herring catches up to May 25 
amounted to 683,500 kokus, showing a 
decrease of 132,000 kokus, as compared 
with the same time last year. Later 
advices noted the catch at. 773,000 as 
against 800,000 kokus average catch for 
the year. The price for herring oil has 
been advanced 0.50 yen, sellers now 
quoting 5.40 yen, buyers bidding 5.20@ 
5.25 yen. No contracts have been 
closed, 


Reports from Pittsburg, Pa., state 
that an official announcement has been 
made by Simon Burns, president of the 
Local 300 of the Window Glass Work- 
ers’ Association, in which he made 
known his plan to guard against wage 
cutting. He believes that if indepen- 
agent manufacturers unite on prices 
they can be maintained and wages up- 
held. He also asserts that workers are 
forced to meet the competition by ma- 
chine interests and that a reduction in 
price would benefit the consumer and 
not the manufacturer. Jobbers, manu- 
facturers and workers should unite the 
warring factions of manufacturers into 
one compact selling agency. 


The report of the directors of the 
Santa Rita Nitrate Co. for 1904 states 
that the gross profit is £25,064. After 
the usual expenses are deducted there 
remains a net profit of £20,505. Adding 
to this the balance brought forward 
from last year, the total amount avail- 
able is £21,950. After the payment of 
the interest on the debenture issue, 
amounting to £2,247, and the setting 
aside of £5,250 to meet the second re- 
demption of the bonds, which takes 
place in August next, the following ap- 
propriation of the balance is recom- 
mended: The interim dividend paid in 
December last £5,000, the final dividend 
of 5s. per share, making 10 per cent. for 
the year, free of income tax, £5,000, the 
placing to reserve account of £3,000, 
leaving a balance carried forward of 
£1,453. 


The Treasury Department is extend- 
ing a new principle to the allowance of 
drawback of duty paid on imported 
materials used in the manufacture of 
products for export. Until recently 
such drawbacks were limited to the 
primary use of imported materials in 
an imported article, but the Depart- 
ment now allows drawback on second- 
ary manufactures in which the mater- 
ials are the finished product of a prim- 
ary manufacture in which have been 
employed both domestic materials and 
foreign materials eligible to drawback 
of duty. This principle is illustrated in 
the regulations which have just been 
prepared by the Department for the al- 
lowance of drawback of duty paid on 
imported borax used in the manufac- 
ture of a preservative which is subse- 
quently employed in the preparation of 
other products for export. 


John Agnew, aged 86, a retired glass 
manufacturer, died June 25, at the resi- 
dence of his daughter, Mrs. John P. 
Hunter, at Pittsburgh, Pa., of old age. 
He was born on a farm in Beaver 
County, going to Pittsburgh, with his 
parents at the age of 6 years, He was 
a son of the late Catherine and Rob- 
ert Agnew, his father having fought 
at Fort Duquesne during the Revolu- 
tionary War. At the age of 18 Mr. 
Agnew engaged in the glass business, 
in which he continued until his retire- 
ment 18 years ago. He was one or the 
founders of the Agnew & Chambers 
Glass Company of Pittsburgh. He was 
married to Miss Mary Ann Chambers, 
of Pittsburgh, who died fifteen years 
ago. Mr. Agnew is survived by the fol- 
lowing children: Mrs. J. P. Hunter, 
Mrs. E. J. Young and John C. Agnew, 
of the firm of Dixon & Co., of Pitts- 
burgh. 


The new edition of Moody’s Manual 
of Railroads and Corporation Securities 
is to hand and is found comprehensive 
and complete.

New U.S. Pharmacopoeia. 


The eighth decennial revision of the 
United States Pharmacopoeia is now 
in the hands of the binders and will 
soon be ready for general distribution. 
The result of the painstaking efforts of 
the committee on revision fs a decided 
improvement over the preceding re- 
visions, but this is to be expected, the 
official text book of the pharmacist be- 
ing one requiring changes to adapt it 
to changing conditions and the ad- 
vances in the science of chemistry, of 
therapeutics and of pharmacy. The new 
revision has been brought fully abreast 
of the times and will no doubt be wel- 
comed by the pharmaceutical and med- 
ical professions. We find much to com- 
mend in the volume and little, very lit- 
tle, to dissent from, and nothing to un- 
qualifiedly condemn. That the commit- 
tee determined to “make haste slowly” 
we gather from the “general principles” 
which governed their action, among 
these being the determination to “‘keep 
in view the desirability of at least a 
gradual approach upon mutual con- 
centions toward uniformity with similar 
preparations of other pharmacopoeias, 
particularly in the case of potent rem- 
edies which are in general use among 
civilized nations.”” However desirable a 
universal pharmacopoeia may be, we 
have not reached the millennium. The 
ehairman of the committee desires to 
eall special attention to the fact that 
the strength of tincture of strophauthus 
has been increased from five per cent, 
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to ten per.cent.,. that of tincture of 
aconite reduced from. thirty-five to ten 
per cent. and of tincture of veratrum 
from forty to ten per cent. 

The arrangement of the text shows 
great. improvement, especially over 
some ofthe earlier revisions, and the 
clearness and, conciseness of. the text 
will appeal favorably to the busy phar- 
macist. The list of articles dropped from 
the pharmacopoeia is not large, but the 
additions are quite numerous. The ap- 
pendix, of considerably more than one 
hundred pages, contains much that is 
not only valuable, but necessary to all 
who take pride in their profession. A 
copious index facilitates the labor of the 
student, and all pharmacists should be 
diligent students of this book. The best 
work of the printer is represented, the 
type being clear, of good size, and 
withall invites attention to the con- 


tents.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Pure Oleine at 25 Per Cent. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers, General Appraiser McClelland 
writing the opinion, has overruled the 
protest of L. M. Crane & Co., Boston, 
Mass., against the assessment by the col- 
lector there of a duty at the rate of 25 
per cent. ad valorem on merchandise in- 
voiced variously as “‘wool oil, pure oleine’”’ 
and “pure oleine grease.”’ The court stated 
that the merchandise was invoiced at the 
sume price and was from the same man- 
ufacturers. It was assessed by the col- 
lector under paragraph 3 of the tariff act 
of 1897 as “expressed or rendered oil.”’ 
General Appraiser McClelland said:— 

“The claim in the protests for free entry 
under paragraph 568 of the Tariff Act is dis- 
posed of by the admission of the protestants’ 
witness that the merchandise in question is 
‘csed for a great many different purposes,’ of 
which he enumerated leather, woolen manufac- 
turing and lubricating. THe testified that it 
was sold ‘more to woolen manufacturers than 
to any one else,’ who use it for oiling their 
wool in carding and combing operations. 

“‘The other claim in the protests, and the one 
relied upon by the protestants at the hearings, 
is that the merchandise is wool grease and 
duitable at one-half of 1 cent per pound as 
such, under the provisions of paragraph 270 of 
said act. 

“The protestants in these cases have offered 
no evidence that either cholesterol or isocholes- 
terol appears in this article, and as to 
practice in customs administration, we have it 
in the record before us that such merchandise 
as this is voluntarily entered by other import- 
ers as distilled oil and duty paid thereon at the 
rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem. 

“Counsel for protestants cites our decisions 
of July 25, 1904, and Aug. 10, 1904, upon mer- 
chandise similar in appearance and origin to 
that here before us, but we find, upon looking 
into the records in those cases, that the test!- 
mony offered by the government was neither so 
full nor so satisfactory as that which the gov 
ernment now presents. In this record the ques- 
tion has been gone inte with much greater 
thoroughness and we believe that in any con- 
flict between our conclusion in these cases and 
our fermer rulings our decision here should 
prevail, and the decisions cited by protestants’ 
coursel are accordingly overruled so far as they 
do conflict. The protestants are overruled and 
the decision of the collector in each case is 
affirmed.”’ 


Petroleum Freight Discrimina- 


tion Charged. 


The Gulf Refining Company has filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion a complaint against the Illinois 
Central R. R. Co., the Louisville & 
Nashville R. R. Co., the Cincinnati, 
New Orleans & Texas Pacific R. R. Co., 
the Alabama Great Southern R. R. Co., 
and the New Orleans & Northwestern 
R. R. Co., alleging discrimination 
against petroleum shipped from South- 
ern points to Northern markets by the 
Gulf Refining Co., and in favor of the 
Standard Oil Co. between the same 
points from the North. Following is 
the petition in full:— 


The petition of the above named com- 
plainant respectfully shows: 

1. That the complainant, Gulf Refining 
Company, is a corporation of the State of 
Texas (having its princinal office at Port 
Arthur. in the State of Texas). and is en- 
gaged in the business of buying and re- 
fining crude oils and in the sale thereof. 

II. That the defendants above named 
are common carriers engaged in the trans- 
portation of passengers and property by 
continuous carriage or shipment wholly 
by railroad as follows:— 

The Tllinois Central Railroad Company, 
a corporation of the State of Illinois, is 
so engaged in the transportation of 
passengers and propertv between the City 
of New Orleans, Louisiana, and the City 
of Chicago, Tllinois, the City of St. Louis. 
Missouri, and intermediate and connecting 
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Company, a corporation of the State of 
Kentucky, is so engaged in the transpor- 
tation passengers and property by con- 
tinuous: carriage or shipment wholly by 
railroad between the City of New Orleans, 
Louisiana, and the City of Louisville, in 
Kentucky, and also the City of Cincin- 
uatle in the State of Ohio, and inter- 
mediate and connecting points, 

T Cincinnati, New Orleans & Texas 
Pacific Railway Romany, = Alabama 
Great Southern Raiiroa ompany and 
the New Orleans & Northwestern Rail- 
road Company, are each of them common 
earriers, and together own, and by an ar- 
rangement between them, operate and 
maintain a continuous line of railroad ex- 
tending from the said City of New Or- 
leans to the said City of Cincinnati, and 
are engaged in the transportation of per- 
sons and property by continuous carriage 
or shipment wholly by railroad between 
said points. 

And all of said defendants, as such com- 
mon carriers, are subject to the provisions 
of the act to er commerce, approved 
Feb. 4, 1887, and acts amendatory thereof 
and supplemental thereto. 

III. That the complainant, the Gulf Re- 
fining Company, owns, maintains and op- 
erates a refinery, located at Port Arthur, 
on the Gulf of Mexico, in the State of 
Texas, having a capacity of over ten 
thousand barrels per day of refined oils, 
and it has established a large distributing 
station at or near New Orleans, in the 
State of Louisiana, so as to enable it to 
distribute and market its product. 

That the market for said oil, as! from 

that exported to foreign count: ur 
that shipped to points reached on tt ast 
ern seacoast, is wholly dependent upon 
railroad transportation for reaching its 
market. 
_ That a large market for such oils exists 
in the cities of Chicago, Illinois, St. Louis, 
Missouri, Cincinnati, Ohio, and Louisville, 
Kentucky, and the territory tributary to 
each of said cities, and said points are 
reached by the defendants as before 
stated. 

IV. The said defendants, acting in con- 
cert and for the purpose of preventing 
your complainant from shipping and mar- 
keting their oils in the cities and territory 
named, and for the purpose of preventing 
the complainant from competing with 
similar oils marketed in said cities and 
territory by other refineries, have estab- 
lished and maintained and now maintain 
and charge unjust and unreasonable rates 
for carrying petroleum oils, and have 
made said rates so high as to be entirely 
prohibitive of such business; the rates so 
fixed between the said points for the car- 
riage of petroleum in tank cars or barrels 
(car-lots) being as folows— 


New Orleans to Chicago, 41c. per 100 pounds. 





New Orleans to St. Louis, 35c. per 100 
pounds, 
New Orleans to Cincinnati, 39c. per 100 
pounds. 
New Orleans to Louisville, 35c. per 100 
pounds. 


V. That at the same time, the said de- 
fendants are unjustly  discriminatin 
against the complainant and in favor o 
its competitors (the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and the companies owned, controlled 
and operated by it Ly practically the 
only such_competitor), by charging the 
last named company rates on petroleum 
between points above named, for a like 
and contemporaneous service, of the same 
kind and character, under similar circum 
stances, as folows:— 


Chicago to New Orleans, 23c. per 100 pounds, 


St. Louis to New Orleans, 35c. r 100 pounds. 
Cincinnati to New Orleans, 4c. per 100 
pounds. 
Loutsville to New Orleans, 18c. per 100 
pounds, 


VI. The complainant further shows that 
the total production of crude oil in the 
States of Texas and Louisiana after a de- 
velopment of but four years, now amounts 
to about 30,000,000 barrels per annum, while 
the total production of crude oil in the 
Kansas, hio, Indiana, West Virgina, 
Kentucky and Pennsylvania fieldsamounts 
only to 54,000,000 barrels per year; that the 
petroleum oil transported by the de- 
fendants south-bound is carried almost 
entirely in tank cars, which cars can 
earry no product other than troleum 
oils, and unless they can be loaded in the 
South with such oil for shipment north- 
bound, they must and do return empty. 
That cottonseed oil and petroleum oils are 
transported in exactly the same manner; 
that cotton seed oil is much more valuable 
than refined oils, and that the volume of 
cottonseed oil available for north-bound 
shipment is much less than the quantity of 
petroleum oils available for such shi 
ment, amounting only to approximately 
4,000,000 barrels per annum; that while 
cottonseed oil and petroleum oils are 

laced by the railroads in the same class 

n their official classifications, yet the 
rates charged by the defendants carrying 
these products are as follows:—

VII. And complainant upon information 
and belief further avers and charges that 
the said rates are established and main- 
tained by the said railroad under the cir- 
eumstances and for the purposes follow- 
ing, viz:— 

The great part, if not practically all, of 
the south-bound shipments of petroleum 
oils are made by companies owned, con- 
trolled and operated by the Standard Oil 
Company, a corporation of New Jersey, 
and the refineries of that company are all 
of them situate north of the Ohio River, 
that the said rates as so established and 
maintained, give to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany an undue and unreasonable prefer- 
ence and advantage over the complainant 
and other companies producing and refin- 
ing petroleum in the States of Texas and 
Louisiana, and the said rates have been 
and are so established and maintained by 
the said defendants, not in good faith in 
the conduct of the business of the said 
railroads, but solely for the purpose of 

veventing the complainant from market- 
ie petroleum oils in the cities and terri- 
tory hereinbefore described, in which the 
eaid Standard Oil Company now has prac- 
tically a complete monopoly of the sai 
business. . 

That the reason for the high south- 


bound rate on petroleum oil between St. 
Louis and New Orleans, which is 35 cents 
per hundred pounds as against 18 cents 
per hundred pounds from Louisville to 
New Orleans, a considerably greater dis- 
tance, is that the Standard Oil Company 
and its constituent companies do not dis- 
tribute oils from St. Louis south; and 
the difference in the rates between St. 
Louis and New Orleans and Louisville to 
New Orleans occurs notwithstanding the 
fact that both Louisville and St. uls 
on all other commodities have the same 
class rates from New Orleans. 

VIII. Complainant further avers and 
charges that the said unjust and unrea- 
sonable rates so established and main- 
tained by said defendant give an undue 
and unreasonable preference and advan- 
tage to the Northern cities and territory 
hereinbefore described over Southern 
cities and territory, and subject the 
Southern cities and territory to undue 
and unreasonable prejudice and disad- 
vantage. 

Wherefore the petitioner prays that the 
defendants may be required to answer 
the charges herein, and that after due 
hearing and investigation an order be 
made commanding the defendants to 
cease and desist from said violations of 
the act to regulate commerce, and for 
such other and further orders as the 
commission may deem necessary in the 
premises.

Tariff Rulings to Stand. 


The Attorney-General has _ notified 
the Treasury Department that no 
further proceedings will be directed in 
cases recently decided adversely to the 
government by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court for the Southern District of 
New York, as follows:— 


The case of George K. Lueders & Co. vs. 
the United States, wherein it was held 
that certain acetic anhydride was dutiable 
as acetic acid under paragraph 1 of the 
tariff law and not as a chemical com- 
pound under paragraph 3. 

The case of the Buehne Steel Co. vs. the 
United States, in which it was held that 
certain so-called steel wool was dutiable 
as “‘steel in all forms and shapes not spe- 
cially provided for, under paragraph 135 of 
the tariff law and not at 45 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 193, as a manu- 
facture of steel.” 

The case of E. & W. H. Caldwell vs. the 
United States, wherein it was held that 
certain cloth made of hair adapted for use 
in hydraulic presses known as hair press 
cloth, was dutiable at twenty cents a 
square yard as hair press cloth, under 
paragraph 431 of the tariff law, and not at 
thirty-three cents per pound and 50 per 
cent. ad valorem as a manufacture of 
wool under paragraph 366.

It will be seen that the production of ol} 
showed a gratifying increase of 16,602,084 bar- 
rels in 1904 over the production of 1908, and 
that the total value of the product increased by 
$6,476,416. To the consumers it will be in- 
teresting to note that the value of the oil per 
berrel fell from $.9426 in 1903 to $.864 in 1904, 
a decrease in value of $.0786, or nearly 8 cents 
a barrel. 

The table for 1904 shows a marked increase 
of production in the new flelds, but a decrease 
in the Ohio, Pennsylvania and Texas fields, or 
else a prodrction that holds the records of these 
old fields merely stationary. Ohio fell off 
i,403,6% barrels in quantity and $2,504,006 in 
value. It is significant that the value of Lima 
oil fell off from $1.165 a barrel in 1903 tu 
$i.10875 in 1904, whereas the oil of Eastern 
and Southern Ohio and the Mecca-Belden oil 
advanced in price, the first from $1.59 to 
$1.6275 a barrel, the second from $2.90 ta 
$3.725. 

Pennsylvania oil remained nearly stationarv 
in quantity and value. The production of 1903 
was 11,355,156 barrels, valued at $18,170,881, 
whereas the production of 1904 was very little 
less, 11,300,792 barrels, worth a trifle more, or 
$18,507,103, thus showing an increase of §.037 in 
the price of each barrel. 

The production of West Virginia fell slightlv, 
that of 1904 being 254,709 barrels less than the 
productien of 1903. It increased in value, how- 
ever, by $67,249, or from $1.59 to $1.628 on 
each barrel, 

The most striking feature of the report is the 
way In which it shows how rapidly the oll tn- 
dustry has grown in Indian Territory and 
Oklahoma, in Kansas, Louisiana and Texas. 
The production of Indian Territory and Okla- 
homa together increased from 138.911 barrels, 
valued at $142,402, in 1903, to 1,366,748 barrels. 
The value of this product together with that of 
Kansas is given as $5,447,622, Kansas having 
increased from 922,214 barrels in 1908, to 
4,250,779 barrels in 1004. 

Louisiana, which produced 917,771 barrels of 
cil, valued at $416,228, In 1903, increased its 
production to 2,941,419 barrels, worth $1.068,- 
605, in 1904. Its oll. which sold at $.4535 a 
Larrel in 1903, was, however, worth only $.86323 
in ae showing a decrease of $.09 a barrel in 
value.

The Foreign Trade of the Philip- 
pines. 


Washington, June 30, 1905, 


The Bureau of Insular Affairs of the 
War Department has _ received from 
Manila the statistics of the import and 
export trade of the Philippines Islands 
for the calendar year 1904. From other 
sources, chiefly from our diplomatic of- 
ficials in Spain, a valuable collection of 
statistical summaries covering the trade 
of the archipelago for the past half cen- 
tury has also been obtained, and based 
upon these data the bureau has prepared 
an interesting review of the commerce of 
the islands covering the past fifteen years 
and embracing two significant periods, 
namely, the last decade of Spanish oc- 
cupation and the first quinquennial period 
of American possession. These statistics 
shed a flood of light upon the production 
and consumption of the islands and fore- 
shadow the future tendencies in what 
promises to be a trade of great impor- 
tance to American manufacturers and ex- 
porters. 

The participation of the United States 
in the import trade of the islands during 
the Spanish decade would have been 
wholly insignificant but for our ship- 
ments of petroleum, which amounted to 
rather more than half the islands’ impor- 
tations of this commodity. Taking up the 
import schedule embracing chemicals, 
drugs, paints and dyes and reverting to 
the year 1885 for the purpose of a com- 
prehensive review, the Insular Bureau’s 
report says:— 


IMPORT TRADE. 


‘In 1835-1890 the yearly imports of chemicals 
drugs, paints and dyes are about $400,000 in 
value, with somewhat abnormal figures in the 


last year. In the remainder of the Spanish 


ae the totals are only a little more than 
alf the average, while in the American pe- 
riod they exceed a million dollars. Though 
opium is not separately reported under the 
Spanish classification, inference furnished by 
American statistics is that the irregularities in 
these group totals are to be attributed to fluc- 
tuation in the imports of this drug. 

“In the American period opium represents 
considerably more than half the imports of the 
group, and comprises almost the entire credits 
of British East Indies and China, besides un- 
identified contributions from Hong Kong. As- 
suming that these sources of the opium ‘trade 
were constant throughout earlier times, it 
would seem that the opium trade in the years 
just following 1885 was less than $300,000 an- 
nually, With the tariff of 1891 chemicals and 
drugs credited to British East Indies and China 
show a heavy decline, with a corresponding ef- 
fect on the group totals for the succeeding 
years, previously referred to, a fact to be at- 
tributed, perhaps, to a change in dealing with 
these imports or a change in administrative 
policy which greatly reduced them. 

“With opium imports in the American pe- 
riod averaging more than half a million dol- 
lars, there appears to have been a doubling of 
the consumption of the drug since 1890. This 
is in line with findings of the opium committee 
to the effect that there is a considerable in- 
crease in the use of opium from year to year, 
and seems to furnish ample justification for the 
appointment of the Opium Investigating Com- 
mittee, and for the insular government's ear- 
nest efforts to bring about a satisfactory ar- 
rangement or adopt a plan whereby the use of 
opium may be properly restricted. 

‘Eliminating this item as far as possible, it 
appears that there has been a marked increase 
also in the balance of the chemical, drug and 
paint trade in American times. In this bal- 
ance the United Kingdom leads throughout with 
the exception of the years 1892, 1893 and 1894, 
and has made conspicuous gains during the 
American period, while Germany, ranking sec- 
ond from early times, has in the past two 
years had to give place to the rapidly growing 
United States trade in this group, which, from 
nominal shipments in the Spanish period, has 
trebled since American occupation. From small 
‘mperts, Spanish trade made large gains after 
the passage of the tariff of 1891, but, though 
credited with gains (during the American pe-~- 
riod, now occupies only a minor place. 

‘During 1885-1890 the various items of this 
group, with the exception of common salt, 
seem to have been bulked under a general 
classification. With the tariff of 1891 a segre- 
gation according to the leading commodities 
was made, but of such a character as to give 
little comparative value to the figures taken 
in connection with those of the present time. 
In 1900-1904 the details entering into the group 
totals become clearer. Linseed oil and paints 
and colors are prominent features, in which 
im:ports the United Kingdom holds the leading 
place, while in varnishes as well as in patent 
and proprietary medicines the United States 
ovtranks other countries. Mineral waters and 
other non-alcoholic beverages form another 
noteworthy item, in which imports Japen plays 
by far the leading part, with the United States 
a close competitor. 

“The growth of American exports to the 
Fhilippines of chemicals, drugs, paints and 
dyes during the past twenty years (omitting the 
years 1895-99, for which the statistics are un- 
reliable) is shown in the following table, which 
gives the total value of the imports into the 
islands and the share of the United States 
therein:—

‘“‘The oil imports of the islands are virtually 
covered in a review of the illuminating oil 
trade. During 1885-1890 the group totals are 
made up of mineral and lubricating oils. In 
1891-1894 crude petroleum, lubricating and 
vegetable oils other than olive are also in 
cluded; and this applies as well to the totals 
of American times with the further exception 
of linseed oil. These items, however, though 
somewhat swelling the group totals, especially 
in American times, are relatively small, and 
the group totals are analyzed by giving the 
history of refined petroleum in the islands. 

‘“‘With an import average of illuminating oils 
for the fifteen years amounting to about half a 
million, the yearly fluctuations were extreme in 
the Spanish period. Opening with a minimuin 
trade of $137,068 in 1885, in both 1890 and 
1893, it reached about a million in value and 
closed the recorded Spanish period with a sum 
of $703,445. In the American period, though 
there has been a steady increase yearly, the 
trade opens with only about half the values of 
the closing Spanish period, and only in the 
present year, with illuminating oil imports 
amounting to $746,000 have these closing fig- 
ures of that period been reached. It would 
seem that in the later Spanish years the im- 
ports of illuminating oils were considerably in 
excess of those of American times. 

“The earlier advent of the American oil 
fields into the world supply is evidenced in the 
remote markets of the Philippines, where, after 
discounting the ambiguous Hong Kong trade, 
which was doubtless American, the United 
States pruduct seems to have enjoyed a virtual 
monopoly down to 1892. The development or 
the Russian oil fields of the Caspian does not 
seem to have been at all felt in the insular 
market prior to that year. 

“‘With 1892, however, Russian oil forced the 
American importers into the second place, and 
thereafter becomes an aggressive competitor 
in the insular trade. In the enormous imports 
of the succeeding year, the banner year of the 
oll trade with a total of over a million, the 
United States again comes to the front with 
almost three times the volume of trade credited 
to Russia. But in the next year, and the lasi 
of the Spanish recorded period, Russia again 
leads conspicuously, and we may infer that 
this lead is maintained during the unre- 
corded period, for at the opening of the Amer- 
ican period the United States cuts but a small

figure and the history of this period is the 
steady reconquest of the islands’ trade for 
American oil. 

‘The oil imports credited to the United States 
do not amount to ten thousand dollars in 1900, 
while Russia holds over two-thirds of the total. 
In the increased total of the next year the 
United States makes large gains, while Russia 
makes small, and in 1902 takes the lead in 
this trade that she first lost a decade before 
and has maintained this position to the present 
time, though with Russia a close second and 
nearly equal sharer. 

‘In 1885-1890 crude petroleum is not sepa- 
rately reported, and though reported thereafter 
and in present times, shows but nominal val- 
ues. Lubricating oils are reported in values 
of but a few hundred prior to 1891, but do 
not appear separately in the succeeding years 
of the Spanish period. In American times im- 
ports of these heavy oils show a large increase, 
amounting. to $35,444 in 1904, of which trade 
the United States since 1901 has held an in- 
creasingly conspicuous part and now holds near- 
ly all. A similar monopoly she also holds in 
imports of the very light distillates of petro- 
leum, the total of which for the present year 
is valued at $16,071. 


EXPORTS. 


the raw material for an important 
branch of the soap industry and a product 
utilized for various other purposes, is the 
youngest of the islands’ industries to reach a 
considerable degree of export § importance, 
though the cocoanut palm in the Philippines, as 
in most tropical countries, has always played 
an important part in the domestic economy of 
the people. In fact, the present prominence of 
the dried meat of the cocoanut as an article 
of commerce is a growth of recent years, and 
the rapid increase in the islands’ exports of 
the commodity has no doubt depended on the 
wide distribution of the tree and the profusion 
with which it has been grown to supply the 
islanders’ domestic needs. It has been the 
source of tuba, the distinctive beverage of the 
Philippines, while the oil from the nut has 
had an extensive use both for culinary and 
illuminating purposes, and this domestic use- 
fulness has no doubt led to a fostering of the 
growth of the tree to an extent that left a 
large surplus of production for export when the 
foreign manufacturers of cocoanut products in 
the closing years of the last century suddenly 
created a great and apparently permanent 
market for the dried meat of the nut. Confirma- 
tion of this already existing supply is found in 
consular reports, in which it is stated that the 
limit of exports is not the want of nuts, but of 
hands to gather them, and this, taken in con- 
nection with large increases in the planting of 
trees in the province of Laguna, the leading 
copra district of the islands, as evidenced by 
figures published in the recent census of the 
Philippines, would seem to indicate that the 
possibilities of this industry are great, and 
that exports of copra will continue to grow ‘n 
importance as they have in the past. 

‘“‘Copra was not separately reported in Span- 
ish times, and the small export quantities that 
then supplied the demand are presumably in- 
cluded under cocoanuts, an item which, until 
1888, does not amount to as much as a hun- 
dred thousand dollars. In 1892 this trade 
reaches three-quarters of a million dollars in 
value, and in 1894, amounting to $1,172,191, 
though still under the term ‘Cocoanuts,’ as- 
sumes a measure of the importance that copra 
was destined to gain in the American period. 
This presumably mixed trade of copra and 
cocoanuts in earlier years represented only a 
limited demand of the confectioner and soap- 
boiler; it was not until improved processes of 
manufacture has raised the copra derivatives 
to the importance of food products, and the 
manufacturers of Marseilles had become enor- 
mous consumers of the tropical product, that 
the copra industry assumed its present promi- 
nence, 

“With allowance 
of the Spanish figures the modern export 
portance of Philippine copra does not seem 
to date back of 1892, and it is in the Amer- 
ican period that this importance is confirmed. 
Exports during 1900-1904, while showing con- 
siderable irregularity, present an annual aver- 
age in excess of two and a half million dol- 
lars. Amounting to $3,182,481 in 1900, they 
decline to half that figure in the next year, 
due, it is said, to insurrectionary disorders in 
the copra producing districts at that period. 
Maximum exports are reached in 1908 with val- 
ues of $3,819,793, to decline again in 1904 to 
nearly half, as a result of exceptionally un- 
favorable climatic conditions. 

“In the distribution of these exports by 
countries, France takes the foremost place from 
about the time that the cocoanut returns of the 
Spanish period seem to indicate the beginning 
of the copra trade of recent years. French 
credits are absent in 1892, when British East 
Indies takes the bulk of the exports, which 
were perhaps largely made up of cocoanuts; 
but from 1893 to 1904 France is the copra mar- 
ket of the Philippines, taking about half the 
total in 1893 and 1894 and more than two- 
thirds of the increased shipments of the Amer- 
ican period, Spain has been generally in the 
second rank, showing an average of only about 
$300,000 during 1900-1904. The United King- 
dom has been a purchaser throughout the 
American period as well as earlier, and Ger- 
many has taken some in the past few years, 
but both the amounts are comparatively small. 
The United States shows a small trade in 190t- 
1904, but her share of the total, as well as that 
of other countries, appears insignificant beside 
France’s annaul average of two millions, and 
the copra trade of the Philippines may be 
considered as virtually French from the rise of 
copra to recent commercial importance. 

‘“‘A product of the islands related to copra is 
cocoanut oil, which has figured in the exports 
throughout the fifty years to a small degree, 
and just prior to the development of the copra 
trade it reaches fair proportions, averaging 
about twenty-five thousand dollars annually 
during 1885-1894, but dwindling in the Amer- 
ican period to only a few hundred dollars, pos- 
sibly due to the superior quality of the French 
product making the sale of the raw material 
more profitable than facing such competition 
with the cruder oil of Philippine manufacture.’’ 


It was not until 1900 that direct exports 
of copra to the United States were re- 
corded in the statistics of the islands. In 
that year 227,689 pounds, valued at $4,450, 
were shipped to the United States, but 
this quantity was wholly insignificant in 
the grand total of 143,058,696 pounds, 
valued at $3,182,481. The shipments to the 
United States fluctuated widely during 
the next four years, but have averaged 
less than 200,000 pounds in that period.

The Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 
Barbourville, June 29, 1905. 


A strike on the Hibbs farm, in the Stu- 
bensville development of Wayne county, 
near the Kentucky-Tennessee line, started 
out at 300 bbls. daily the earlier part of 
this week and makes the best completion 
of the Kentucky-Tennessee fields for sev- 
eral months. The new strike is in an old 
field but is not in the immediate vicinity 
of any other other well and is regarded as 
important in proving a widening out of 
the Stubensville field. It is not probable 
that a falling off in producing qualitées 
will be made, as previous gushers in that 
region have an excellent record in the 
producing line. 

Drilling in the Kentucky-Tennessee fields 
is becoming more concentrated, at the ex- 
pense of wild-catting, as the low price of 
crude is forcing operators to seek proven 
territory, Consequently, the more prolific 
flelds are showing a substantial increase 
in activily while test drilling in some 
fields has been entirely abandoned. 

During the past week Wayne county, 
Ky., shows ten strikes, two dusters, and a 
new production of 500 bbls. Cumberland 
eccunty has one completion, doing 15 bbls., 
to its credit. In Wolfe county tires com- 
pletions, one of the non-productive class, 
were made, with a new production of 60 
bbls» The Floyd-Knott field turned out 
two strikes, averaging 25 bbls. each. In 
the wild-cat divisions of Metcalfe and 
Adair eeunties good strikes were made in 
shallow sands. 

In the Tennessee developments one com- 
pletion, outside defined lines, was made tn 
the Poplar Cove region, in lower Fentriss 
eounty, and shows up for 25 bbls. Put- 
man county turned out a duster. Little 
work is in progress this month in Tennes- 
see and there are not over fifteen rigs at 
work in the entire State. 

In Kentucky most of the drilling is 
being carried on in the lower part of the 
State. Wayne county heads the list in 
number of drilling rigs, it being estimated 
that there are now one hundred and fifty 
derricks =» in_that field. The remaining 
fields of this State probably contain two 
hundred rigs altogether, making the total 
number of rigs two hundred and fifty. A 
great many of these are in countries that 
neve not yet obtained pipe line connec- 

ions, 

The Standard Oil Co. is taking an active 
part in the development of the gas fields 
of .upper Kentucky.

Sicilian Peppermint Oil. 


Experiments are being carried out by 
Messrs. Santi de Pasquale et Figli, of 
Messina, in order to determine whether it 
is possible to cultivate the peppermint 
plant advantageously in that district, and 
to ascertain whether the oil distilled from 
the plant grown there shows any marked 
vuriation from English and American pep- 
permint oils. For the purpose of these ex- 

eriments black ppermint plants ob- 

ined from Mitcham have been culti- 
vated, and therefore any change that may 
have taken place in the character of the 
oll, as the result of altered conditions of 
climate and soil, should be of interest. 

One of us has already recorded detailed 
éxaminations of the effect of climate and 
soil on peppermint oils (see Year Book of 
Pharmacy, 1896, p. 316), and also given de- 
tained accounts of essential oils of black 
and white peppermint oils (idem, p. 148), 
which varieties, as grown in this wupey. 
show marked difference, although it is

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known that the white variety of plant 
passes into the black variety under cul- 
tivation. 

The peppermint plant appears to grow 
luxuriantly in Messina, and _ blossoms 
early. In this country the oil is usually 
distilled from the plant before it reaehes 
that stage, and we believe that it Parely 
flowers in England. Two distillations have 
been made in Messina from the fresh 
herb. The sample of oil No. 1 was dis- 
tilled in July, when the plants were full 
bloom, while No. 2 was a second digtilla- 
tion from herb which had by, no means 
reached the full development ofits second 
growth (the growth of the herb in the 
uutumn being very slow), when there was 
no indication of fiower buds. The yield 
of oil from the second crop was only one- 
third of that obtained from the first. 
This low yield was partly due to the 
effects of an early winter. 

We do not propose to discuss in this 
paper the changes in the constitution of 
vils according to the time of growth, as 
this has already been detailed by Gilde- 
meister and Hoffmann (Volatile Oils, p. 
643, English edition). The following 
characters, however, confirm the results 
there set out, the difference between the 
character of the di8tillate of the plants 
before the formation of the flower buds 
and the distillate of flowering plans being 
most marked,

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per cent alcohol, although it had not been 
rectified, but did not solidify when im- 
mersed in a freezing mixture, even after 
the addition of a crystal of menthol and 
stirring. 

It will be seen that the percentage of 
menthol in the oil is very low, the pro- 
portion of esters of menthol being small 
also, but in fair ratio to the total amount 
of menthol present. The chemical consti- 
tution has, of course, a considerable effect 
on the physical characters of the oil, as 
shown by the low specific gravity ‘and 
comparatively low optical rotation. 

Sample No. 2, distilled from the second 
crop of pe ppermint in December, 1904, had

The oil“was not soluble in 70 per cent, 
alcohol, although it had been rectified, but 
was soluble in two volumes and upward 
of 86 per cent. alcohol. The unusual 
amount of esters probably accounts for 
the insolubility in 70 per cent. alcohol. 
The pro ortion of esters recorded is ex- 
tremely high—higher than in any sample 
of peppermint oil we have had the oppor- 
tunity of examining, and even more than 
Rouble that of the white peppermint oil 
examined in 1896. As might be inferred 
by the results recorded in that paper, the 
high proportion of esters appears to pre- 
vent the separation of menthol (notwith- 
standing its auenrentis high percentage) 
when immersed in freezing mixture. 

We have referred to the fact that the 
oil obtained by the distillation of these 
plants in December was only about one- 
third of the amount obtained when dis- 
tilled in July, and this may have a con- 
siderable bearing on the composition of 
the oil; but, at any rate, the oil pos- 
sesses a markedly pleasant taste and 
agrees very much in character with the 
finest white peppermint ofl. Of course the 
low yield would make it a comparatively 
expensive product, but, as it seems to 
have been a cold season, better results 
may be looked for this year. 

In pushing our experiments further we 
have examined some very old samples of 
white peppermint oil, and one that has 
been kept for six years now contains 19.4 
per cent. of esters. We have recorded, by 
_permission of the distillers, the results of 
these experiments, as they throw a con- 
siderable light on the effect of climate and 
soil on pd owth of the plants and the 
natural ucts formed from them, and 
it would ae very interesting to oaety these 
experiments farther and see whether, by 
modified conditions, it may be possible to 
obtain an oil which corresponds fairly 
closely to the finest English white pepper- 
mint oil, as we imagine such an oil would 
be a very great advantage for the prepa- 
ration of high class confectionery, 
liqueurs, ete.—Chemist and Druggist.

The 
supplies of seed arriving at Bombay continue 
on a fairly liberal scale; from March 1 to May 
25 they amounted to 75,385 tons, against 91,605 
tons in the corresponding period last year. 
From Jan. 1 to May 25 they were 111,660 tons, 
against 113,132 tons,

while the exports in the 
same period were 86,700 tons, against 60,700 
tons in 1904, so that the stock at Bombay, 
taking into acceunt the quantity brought for- 
ward from last year, is still large, 
about 60,000 tons. 

The Buenos Ayres Handels-Zeitung of May 20 
states that it was generally estimated that 
about two-thirds (400,000 tons) of the surplus 
had been exported by that date, leaving about 
200,000 tons still to come forward, most of this 
quantity being held by strong capitalists, who, 
even at the higher prices, offer very sparingly. 
So far there has been no revised official esti- 
mate published, but it is generally thought 
that the preliminary estimate of 842,000 tons 
was much too high; in fact, unless there has 
been a big mistake made in the area as official- 
ly given, it is practically impossible for the 
crop to have yielded much over 750, tons,

LINSEED.—The bulk of the business 
passing is chiefly of a jobbing nature to 
meet consumers’ wants on the basis of 
48c. for State and Western, and city oil 
at 50@5lc., as to the size of the order. 
There ar2 reports current that consider- 
able oil was sold recently for July up to 
anuary on the basis of 43c., but with 
the advance in October seed sellers de- 
clined to sell further lots under 44c., 
while buyers on the other hand reduced 
their bids or deferred further purchases 
until later in the month. Possibly these 
sales were based on the price at which 
the mills had been able to obtain for 
their cake, as considerable export busi- 
ress is reported on the basis of $28, sea- 
board delivery, up to Janary. The gen- 
eral feeling is that after the holidays a 
general improvement in trade all 
around is expected to follow in all lines 
of trade. 

COTTONSEED.—Dullness has_ been 
the chief feature of the week, though 
near the close rather more life was in- 


a 


jected into trading by “one of the 
powers that be,’ and considerable 
stocks of oil were switched or liqui- 


dated from July into later months, as 
the July deliveries are much smaller 
than was generally expected. At the 
opening of the week, with more pres- 
sure to sell, prices eased off from \c. 
to %c., but later on they recovered 
not only the loss but closed about ec. 
up over the lowest point of the week. 
The situation may be summed up in 
a few words, “simply manipulation,” 
as there is almost no export or home 
demand. Neither is there any import- 
ant improvement expected from either 
of these outlets until later in the 
month. The chances are, however, 
that prices will improve and gradually 
work to a stronger position until new 
crop oil is offered, and that will prob- 
ably cut no important figure until Oc- 
tober. Trading at this point was prac- 
tically suspended from Friday, when 
many of the chief traders left to spend 
the holidays in the country. There is 
rather more interest being taken in 
August oil, as this month had been 
neglected, as it ,was expected that 
many of the July deliveries would be 
deferred until late in the month, which 
would practically mean August deliv- 
ery, but with the bulk of July 
switched to September, or liquidated, 
it became apparent that August oil 
would be needed, especially if the ex- 
port demand should come along as it 
usually does later in July hence the 
interest shown by those exporters who 
had resold and gathered in their profit 
on their July deliveries. Packers, as 
usual at this period of the year, are 
indifferent, and fail to respond to 
tempting offers made them of bleaching 
oil, though it is generally known that 
their stocks are getting low and it is 
only a question of a few weeks when 
they will have to replenish their de- 
pleted stocks. So far crop reports of 
cotton, corn and wheat are not as 
encouraging as could be desired, and 
should weather conditions continue as

COCHIN.—There is not _ sufficient 
demand for spot lots to test the market, 
as recent arrivals have supplied the 
wants of the trade and what sales are 
being made are of a jobbing nature at 
7%@7%c. A limited amount, however, 
has been taken for August-September 
arrival at 7c. 

CORN.—In sympathy with the corn 
market prices are a _ shade firmer, 
though second hands have sold a few 
single car lots for July at 3.65c., but at 
the close 3.70c. was bid and 3.75c. asked. 
Jobbing store parcels are held at 4c. 

PALM.—The market is easier under 
more pressure to sell, but buyers are 
holding off for the present. Red is 
quoted at 54%c., and Lagos at 54%c. Pos- 
sibly for a round lot for July delivery 
a shade less might buy. 

OLIVE.—There is more pressure to 
sell recent arrivals, but buyers generally 
are well stocked and are indifferent. 
Small jobbing sales of yellow are re- 
ported at 53c. up to 55c., according to 
quality and size of the order. Green 
is in limited demand at 57@58c. Foots 
are dull but held fairly steady at 5%@ 
54ec., as to quality and seller. 

The following is an extract of a let- 
ter received from Malaga, dated June 
15, regarding olive oil:— 

‘Prices continue very firm and arrivals from 
the country extremely short with very limited 
transactions. Buyers abroad are holding back, 
but local consumption and ‘“‘shorts’’ absorb 
whatever is being offered.’’ 

We are also in receipt of the follow- 
ing advices from Smyrna, dated June 
14:— 

“Trade this year in olive oil between this 
place and the United States has been on a 
small scale. Further business will, however, 
probably be restricted, as our market is advanc- 
ing and presently stands above the level of 
values on your side.’’ 

MUSTARD.—Only a small retail de- 
mand is reported for store parcels at 
54c.; for a round lot less would be ac- 
cepted. 

RAPE.—More demand for the burn- 
ing grades as well as for refined, but 
blown is dull. Prices remain steady at 
60c.-for burning and 56c. for blown and 
refined. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 


COD.—Trade in round parcels of 
Newfoundland oil has been quiet and 
the distributing business continues to 
be slow, due in part to the near ap- 
proach of the holiday and the begin- 
ning of the usual mid-summer dullness. 
Prices, however, are steady and sellers 
are quoting 39c. and upward, duty de- 
livered, for round parcels for prompt 
shipment from Newfpundland.

LARD OIL.—Trade in this depart- 
ment has been exceptionally dull both 
in carload lots and jobbing parcels, due 
in part to the approach of the holiday 
and the usual mid-summer dullness, Off 
prime oil is easier and neglected and 
carload lots are quotably lower. Manu- 
facturers are offering carload lots of 
prime winter at 57c. and upward and 
off prime at 49c. and upward. Prices 
for the other grades remain quotably 
unchanged. 

MENHADEN.—According to latest 
reports fishing in the North and in the 
South continues to be discouraging. 
The catches thus far have been small 
and the fish run lean, yielding little oil. 
In crude little has been done and the 
only sale we hear of is a lot of 150 
bbls. of Southern at about 16%4c. f. o. b. 
Baltimore for export. Some fishermen 
have invited bids from dealers on new 
lots Northern oil, but the latter are hold- 
ing off. Some are inclined to believe that 
19c., for Northern A oil is a fair price. 
Prices on small lots of spot pressed oil 
are being fairly maintained on the ba- 
sis of 28@29c., from brown strained. 
We still hear of occasional offerings of 
large parcels at considerably lower 
figures. The exports of crude oil from 
Baltimore to Glasgow for the week 
ending June 29 embraced 666 bbls. 

NEATSFOOT.—Nothing of special 
interest has transpired and trade in 
carloads as well as jobbing parces lacks 
animation, as is usual at this time of 
the year. Manufacturers are quoting 
carload lots of prime at 49c., and up- 
ward. Cold test oils are nominal and 
quoted on the basis of 95c. and upward 
for 20 deg. cold test. 

RED.—The usual mid-summer dull- 
ness pervales the market and sales for 
the week in round parcels and in job- 
bing lots have been light. Manufactur- 
ers are quoting carload lots of inferior 
brands at 3%@4c., and special brands 
4%@4%e. Spot jobbing parcels are 
selling slowly at %@'%éc. higher. 
Elaine is quoted at 29@32c., according 
to quality. 

TALLOW OIL.—The demand has 
been confined to small lots for im- 
mediate urgent requirements, and gen- 
erally speaking trade has been dull 
and featureless. Manufacturers are 
quoting carload lots of acidless 57c. and 
upward, prime 5lc. and upward, and 
dark 46c. and upward, according to 
quality and terms of sale. Small spot 
parcels are selling slowly at 2@3c. per 
gallon higher. 

WHALE AND SPERM.—The New 
Bedford market for crude oil remains 
dull. The approximate stock of crude 
oil at New Bedford on June 26 was 10,- 
220 bbls. of sperm oil, and the stock of 
whale oil was 195 bbls. The local busi- 
ness in pressed sperm oil has been slow 
and only small lots for direct consump.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE., — As 
was generally expected, the market 
weakened and prices gradually declined 
on lower quotations in the South, due 
to increased receipts there and an ac- 
cumulation of supplies here and ab- 
sence of buyers. The Savannah mar- 
ket shows a decline for the week of 
about 4%c. per gallon to 55% @5é6c. bid, 
as a result of a heavy increase in the 
receipts and absence of buyers. In the 
absence of buyers locally, extreme dull- 
ness dominated the markét, aided in 
part by the near approach of the holi- 
day, the beginning of the usual mid- 
summer quiet and the successive de- 
clines in prices in Savannah, where 
trade was termed stagnant. Holders 
here of machine bbls. reduced prices 
during the week 2c. per gallon to 60c., 
which failed to attract buyers. It is 
the general opinion of dealers that 
prices will seek a lower level after the 
holiday. Exporters at Savannah, who 
have been the principal buyers there, 
have completed purchases to load the 
tank steamers at Savannah, and with 
them out of the market, a further drop 
in prices appears to be inevitable. Dur- 
ing the past three weeks we hear of 
large sales of wood spirits at prices 
5e. to 10c. below the prices quoted for 
pure spirits, Sales of some 300 bbls. and 
upward were traced. 

ROSIN.—Prices also shared in the de- 
cline, in response to lower Savannah 
quotations, due to increased receipts 
and an absence of demand there. Hold- 
ers of yard parcels here were more 
disposed to market their goods, and 
they reduced prices from 5dc. to 50c., 
which failed to stimulate buying, and 
trade throughout the week has been 
exceedingly dull. The reductions in 
quotations were as follows:—l5c. to 
$3.60 on common and good strained, and 
grade D; 5c. to $3.80 on E; 50c. to $4.30 
on I; 50c. to $4.40 on K; 50c, to $4.50 on 
M; 45c. to $4.60 on N; 40c. to $4.80 on 
W. G., and 15c. to $5.15 on water white. 
About 400 bbls. of common Georgetown 
rosin, due here next week, were of- 
fered at $3.60 per 280 bbls., but buyers

The at- 
tendance at least was up to expecta- 
tions, there being approximately 150 
members present.

from attending, Vice-President 
Hamilton presided. 

Mr. E. H. Young welcomed the mem- 
bers in an impromptu speech, ‘which 
had the desired effect of letting every- 
body know that the gates of Galves- 
ton were wide open to the crushers, 

The response was made by Mr. R. L. 
Heflin, of Sherman. He paid many 
tributes té Galveston and expressed the 
pleasure of the association at meeting 
in the Seawall City. 

The morning session was concluded 
with the roll call, presentation of cre- 
dentials and reports by Secretary Gib- 
son and Treasurer Miller. Secretary 
Gibson’s report follows:— 

Secretary’s Report. 

Mr. President and,Gentlemen:—To meet 
again in convention in this most hos- 
pitable city with friends who anticipate 
our every want and strive to provide en- 
tertainment for each hour we are with 
them, are pleasures that each and every 
one oil man of Texas and the territories 
should avail themselves of and recipro- 
cate by their attendance, and together 
celebrate this, the eleventh annual meet- 
ing of our association, where together we 
may renew old acquaintanceships and 
make new ones that we trust will be of 
value and benefit in the business of years 
to come. 

This 1 think will be one of the most in- 
teresting meetings we have ever held in 
the promotion and discussion of import- 
ant matters and questions, to promote 
which we have arranged for several of 
our friends to give us papers that will be 
of interest, and we trust bring about a 
full discussion of each matter brought 
forward to the end that whatever is done 
will be for the best interests of all. 

In consideration of what you have in 
store for your entertainment in a _ busi- 
ness, as well as in a social way, I will 
confine myself to as brief an accounting 
of my stewardship as possible. 

Arbitrations have not been so frequent 
this year and with our rules made more 
perfect and better understood by our 
members, we trust the duties of that 
committee may be reduced to a minimum. 
Details of this and the work done by our 
legislative committee, which was called 
to Austin on several occasions, will be ex- 
plained by their chairmen, 

The membership of our association, al- 
though somewhat increased this year, is 
not what it should be, with some 160 mills 
in Texas, and 23 in Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory, we have only 110 mill members. 
These with such members as brokers and 
dealers in our products, numbering 37, 
give us a membership of regular members 
of 147, and 27 contributory members, 
making a total of 174, 

We had a balance of $4,021.95 on hand 
July 1 last year, and have eollected this 
year in annual and press dues $2,299.10, 
making a total of $6,321.05. Our expenses 
this year have been $3,939.77, and appro- 
priated $2,000 to the bureau of publicity 
fund, leaving in our treasury to the credit 
of our regular fund for current expenses 
$381.28. This accompanied by full verified 
statements of our auditor, Mr. Charles 
Byers, we submit for your consideration 
and will be accounted for by our treas- 

er, 

Again it is my great pleasure to thank 
you for the hearty support you have here- 
tofore given me, both personally and of- 
ficially, and to peognens in soliciting a con- 
tinuance, my best efforts to make our 


association the success we all so earnestly 
desire, 
se 


In the afternoon there were two 
subjects discussed which attracted the 
greatest attention. The first of these 
was the report of Mr. I. Jalonick on oil 
mill insurance. This report was from 
memoranda which Mr. Jalonick had 
gathered from many sources and the 
purpose of which is the creation of a 
sort of a mutual insurance company 
among the cotton mill men, 

Mr. Jalonick and Mr, Gibson said that 
in all probability the formation of a 
mutual insurance company among the 
cottonseed crushers will be made. 

Prof. Connells Address. 

The address of Prof. J. H. Connell on 
“The Future of Cottonseed Meal,” con- 
tained matter that was of the greatest 
interest to all the members of the as- 
sociation, His remarks were heartily 
indorsed in the discussion that fol- 
lowed; and on the streets after the ad- 
journment of the session, which fol- 
lowed the discussion of this subject, 
groups of association members talked 
about and complimented Prof, Connell’s 
ideas. The main part of the address 
was as follows: 

The world would be startled if it could 
be announced to-morrow that a new sup- 
ply of bread-making material amounting 
to 4,000,000 tons output annually had been 
discovered. That it was cheaper than 
flour, more nutritious than oatmeal, and 
in addition to this was a bi-product of the 
great cottonseed industry—cottonseed 
meal. Until the boll weevil attacked the 
cotton crop of the South and endangered 


the world’s staple, the crop had few in- 
telligent friends. There are none so poor 
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as to “do it reverence.’’ Now the United 
States Government and every Southern 
State is interested in the protection of 
the cotton crop, and recently a mammoth 
organization has been formed consistin 

of bankers, merchants, mill men an 

farmers for the advancement of this great 
interest. But in protecting the staple 
from which is spun the cotton goods of 
the world, we must not neglect the cot- 
tonseed meal as a feed stuff and as a 
human food, 

Fresh interest has been aroused in the 
economic value of cottonseed meal as a 
hog feed by frequent publications of suc- 
cessful feeding of cottonseed meal to hogs 
during the past year, beginning with the 
successful experience of Mr. Jo Allison at 
Ennis, Tex., who has insisted that there 
were no special rules of Providence per- 
mitting him to feed cottonseed meal to 
hogs without injury while his neighbors 
would be unable to employ it safely. As 
a member of the committee appointed by 
the Texas Swine Breeders’ Association to 
investigate methods of feeding cotton- 
seed meal safely to hogs, I visited Mr. 
Allison’s farms at Ennis and inspected his 
hogs and the other herds near there 
which had been fed upon cottonseed meal 
for periods of six months, a year and 
more. We inquired ree into the 
system, found the hogs perfectly well and 
no deaths had resulted. The system of 
feeding was simple, involving the souring 
of cottonseed meal and corn chops at one 
and the same time and feeding the mix- 
ture as a very thin slop. The hogs were 
greedy for it, They thrive upon it. 

The committee made its report to the 
State Swine Breeders’ Association, cover- 
ing this investigation, presenting the tes- 
timony of more than twenty successful 
feeders of cottonseed meal, as a matter of 
permanent record. In the course of this 
report the committee declared that a ra- 
tion of cottonseed meal and corn chops 
consisting of one pound of chops to two 
pounds of cottonseed meal composed the 
most “economical ration of which we 
have any record.’”” Hogs of 100 to 150 
pounds weight will gain easily one pound 
per day, if these can be fed continuously 
in a close pen or dry lot on two and one- 
half pounds of the corn mixture that 
never costs over 2%c. This fixes the mini- 
mum of cheap pork production in this 
country. 

When the South can safely feed cotton- 
seed meal freely to grows pigs, the cen- 
ter of pork a on must of necessity 
move from the corn growing region to the 
Southern States because it is easy to 
make a cheap and perfect hog feed with 
cottonseed meal used as a basis of the 
ration. 

As a result of the agitation of this sub- 
ject during the past year, four Southern 
experiment stations are vigorously inves- 
tigating this matter; Cary _of Alabama, 
Willoughby of Georgia, Dinwiddie of 
Arkansas, Marshall and Francis of Texas, 
It must be borne in mind that no posi- 
tive knowledge has ever been gained of 
the harmful principle that sometimes has 
caused the death of hogs fed upon pure 
cottonseed meal. Scientists have not been 
able to isolate the trouble, though the 
German Government expended $10,000 for 
this purpose a few years ago. Their nega- 
tive results will be found in bulletin 55, 
page 211 of the Texas Experiment Sta- 
tion. In addition to these conclusions, a 
general summary of all literature pub- 
lished relating to cottonseed meal was in- 
corporated in that bulletin. It is a pecu- 
liar fact that no soured cottonseed meal 
was systematically and intentionally fed 
to hogs by any experiment station until 
Col. Allison published the results of feed- 
ing soured meal to hogs of all grades 
with uniform success. 

Yesterday I received the Year-Book of 
the Department of Agriculture for 1904. 
I turned its 700 pages eagerly to discover 
what the United States Government, with 
its 4,500 salaried experts and magnificent 
appropriation, was doing for the cotton- 
seed meal industry. I found five exten- 
sive articles on cotton production, the boll 
weevil, etc., but not a word concerning 
cottonseed meal feeding experiments un- 
dertaken by the General Government. I 
did find an extensive article on “detec- 
tion of cottonseed oil in lard,’’ which was 
handsomely illustrated, but I looked in 
vain for a helping hand held out to cot- 
tonseed and cottonseed meal. Gentlemen, 
this should not be. This great industry 
should urge upon Secretary Wilson, the 
willing and efficient servant of the agri- 
cultural interest of this country, the im- 
portance of investigating cottonseed and 
cottonseed meal more thoroughly than 
has yet been done. 

You will note with interest the fact that 
the Department at Washington publishes 
thousands of pages of matter relating to 
the dairy industry, casava growing, silage 
and silos, the castor bean, alfalfa and 
other numerous subjects. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture carries on vast co- 
operative investigations with a number of 
experiment stations throughout the Union 
to determine the digestible value of the 
Irish potato, or to measure the food value 
of hard wheat as opposed to soft wheat. 
The Department has arranged the co- 
operative experiment with the Texas sta- 
tion to investigate the feeding value of 
low-grade rice to cattle. It will be in 
thorough harmony with the work of the 
Government and the State Experiment 
Station to begin a series of experiments 
to determine how cottonseed meal may be 
manipulated by the removal of its gums 
or others unnecessary features and pre- 
pare it as a flour for mixing with rice 
flour, corn meal or wheat flour in bread 
making. 

Bread making from cottonseed meal is 
not an absurdity. A pound of cottonseed 
meal contains all of the elements needed 
for making wholesome, nutritious bread. 
It contains three times as much digesti- 
ble protein as the highest grade of wheat 
flour or the best of oatmeal. This is the 
precious element in the stock feed or in 
human food. If mixed with corn ‘neal, 
rice flour or wheat flour, the carbo- 
hydrates will be abundantly supplied. 
Cottonseed meal contains twice as much 
oil as oat meal and ten times as much as 
wheat flour. 

The commercial value of the cottonseed 
crop in the South is now only $100,000,000. 
Bring cottonseed meal now selling for 1c. 
a pound into competition with flour sell- 
ing for 3c, per pound, and we can easily 
add _ $500,000,000 to the value of the cotton- 
seed crop annually and bestow upon the 
world a new and much needed breadstuff. 

Another line of investigation that should 
receive immediate attention ‘s the crea- 
tion of emergency cavalry, rations 


in’ 


which cottonseed meal will, of necessity, 
play an important part. A report has re- 
cently been rendered by an army officer 
whose headquarters are at Dallas, to the 
War Department, touching upon this sub- 
ject. An emergency cavalry ration must 
be condensed into small compass, easily 
digestible and highly nutritious. In these 
respects cottonseed meal stands far ahead 
of any other supply of feed stuff that can 
be obtained in large quantities. 

The farmers of the South would be 
vastiy profited if the cottonseed oil mills 
of Texas should establish a physical labor- 
atory in which these studies might be pur- 
sued after the most practical manner, 
while the general government and the 
State experiment stations are working out 
the most scientific and abstruse questions 
involving the employment of chemists, 
veterinarians, microscopists and extensive 
laboratories. Would not a campaign all 
along the line make friends for cotton- 
seed meal and cottonseed oil throughout 
this hemisphere, such as these products 
now possess in the citizens of European 
countries? Cottonseed meal and cotton- 
seed oil need friends at home. These 
friends can be had only through educat- 
ing our people upon the wonderful value 
of these products as feed stufts and as 
human foods. 

The association accepted the invita- 
tion of Clarke & Courts to inspect their 
plant and store. A very large crowd 
followed the guides through the estab- 
lishment. The elevator was taken to 
the fourth floor, where the visitors were 
shown the facilities of the department 
located there. From the fourth the 
crowd went to the third, then to the 
second and to the ground floor. The 
visit proved most interesting and much 
time was spent by the party in the es- 
tablishment. When the first floor was 
reached, the party was conducted to the 
press room, where sandwiches, cakes, 
ete., were served. 

Just after this entertainment special 
street cars were boarded and a view 
of the city along several of the lines 
was afforded the visitors. Four cars 
were well filled. After the car ride the 
crushers stopped at the beach, where 
bath tickets were provided for all who 
cared to float and swim and play in the 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico. A large 
percentage of the visitors accepted the 


invitation and much enjoyed the bath. 


WEDNESDAY’S SESSIONS, 


At 10.30 o’clock Wednesday morning 
the business session of the second day 
of the convention began. With recess 
for lunch it continued until nearly 6 
o’clock and proved to be an interesting 
and instructive session. Several ad- 
dresses and reports were made, and dis- 
cussion was very general. 

Much time was spent during the day 
discussing proposed changes in the 
rules of the association, but no definite 
action was taken on them, The prin- 
cipal points in the changes which were 
discussed were as to the classification 
of meal and cake, as to the public 
weigher and as to inspection. The in- 
terest was general and many were they 
who made short talks pro and con, 

The address of Mr. L. H. Saunders 
on the work of the bureau of publicity, 
having been brought over from the pre- 
ceding day, was the first on the pro- 
gram. Mr. Saunders dealt with the 
necessity of education to the success 
of the oil mill interests, and stated 
that the most feasible way of inculcat- 
ing that information was through the 
bureau of publicity, which had been es- 
tablished and was doing good work. 
He emphasized the absolute necessity 
for an aggressive continuation of the 
work, and cited instances to prove that 
the bureau was accomplishing the pur- 
pose of its creation. 

The general discussion which followed 
Mr. Saunders’ address proved, as have 
other evidences adduced since the con- 
vening of the crushers, that the body is 
in line with the ideas expressed by the 
speaker. The oil mill men believe they 
“have the goods” and that the proper 
wey for them to realize upon them is 
to educate the public by the dissemina- 
tion of literature and by the use of the 
public press, 

Mr. F. H. Bailey, of Paris, in an ad- 
dress entitled “Our Association—Its 
Necessity to the Cotton Oil Industry,” 
demonstrated his theme to the satis- 
faction of all present. In the main his 
address was as follows:— 

F. H. Bailey’s Address, 


My observation is that all or nearly all 
the oil mill managers who do not affiliate 
with and are not members of this associa- 
tion, as well as a good many that are 
members, fail to properly appreciate the 
benefits it confers on the business in 
which they are engaged or to realize the 
conditions that would surely prevail but 
for its existence, when its absolute neces- 
sity to the cottonseed crushing industry 
should be plainly apparent to everp per- 
son conversant with the conduct of its 
affairs. Some of the work of the associa- 
tion which naturally accrues in a large 
measure to the benefit of cottonseed 
crushers that are not members, as well as 
to that of those; who furnish the sinews 
of war—the money—necessary to itsxmain- 
tenance, may be enumerated as follows:— 

We have demonstrated beyond cavil the 
truth of the saying that in union there is 
strength; we bring together in our meet- 
ings the manufacturers and buyers of 


cottonseed products, as well as the sellers 
of oil mill machinery and supplies. Friend- 
ships and business connections are thus 
established and strengthened that prove 
enduring and beneficial to all of us; but 
these features, while worth more to each 
of us than the entire cost of membership, 
are but the entering wedge in the matter 
of benefits. 

Your executive officers keep close watch 
on all proposed laws introduced .at the bi- 
ennial sessions of the Legislature, and of 
every hearing before the Railroad Com- 
mission, noting carefully everything pre- 
sented in which the interest of oil mills 
is involved, and by prompt and vigorous 
action, coupled with a proper presenta- 
tion of every objection we have to offer 
or amendment to suggest to any proposed 
law or proposed change in freight rates 
affecting cottonseed products, have de- 
feated many measures that would, in our 
ju ent, have proven valueless to the 
public, but very expensive inna 
to the industry in which we are engaged; 
and in this connection it is only proper to 
acknowledge that we have always been 
courteously treated by committees of the 
Legislature and our arguments have re- 
ceived careful and favorable considera- 
tion. The Railroad Commission recognizes 
this association as an organization that is 
entitled to speak and act for the oil mills 
of Texas, and through its chairman 
promptly gives notice to our secretary of 
every hearing to be had on freight rates 
which can in any manner affect their in- 
terests, and has been especially mindful 
of our rights in every instance in which 
we have appeared before them. These 
may possibly seem trivial matters to the 
uninitiated, but speaking within the 
bounds of reason, it is safe to assert that 
within the life of this association it has 
been the direct and sole means of defeat- 
ing many proposed laws and of taking the 
sting out of others by amendment, any 
one of which, if enacted in the form in- 
dicated, would have taxed each oil mill 
in Texas with an annual expense, never 
to be discontinued, of more than ten times 
the cost of membership. It is neither 

roper nor prudent to particularize in mak- 
ing this statement, but, not one, but sév- 
eral bills may be cited, either one of 
which would have had the effect stated. 

Your association has long since reached 
a commanding position in the commercial 
world. It has established its own rules 
governing the grading and classifying in 
every possible detail all the oil, meal, lin- 
ters and hulls you mainufacture, not 
alone as to constituents and quality but 
as to character of packages and the 
weights thereof; it defines trades by tele- 
graph, times of shipments, regulates and 
fixes demurrage charges, tenders of prod- 
uct, contracts, nature and forms for 
claims, samples and many other items of 
detail; you also have your own commit- 
tee of arbitration for the adjustment and 
determination of every character of dif- 
ference that can possibly arise between 
the sellers and buyers of cottonseed prod- 
ucts. Your rights are at all times guarded 
and protected; you have, in fact, a little 
kingdom of your own, and not such a lit- 
tle kingdom either, as the rules regarding 
every transaction in cottonseed products, 
as established by this association, are so 
equitable in their nature that they have 
been reaffirmed and adopted, in most in- 
stances verbatim, by the commercial ex- 
changes and boards of trade in all the 

rincipal commercial centers of the 

nited States and have been recognized 
and upheld in the determination of suits 
by the courts of the country. The result 
of all of which is that your business is 
conducted and your differences settled en 
tirely under and by virtue of your own 
laws and rules, and lawsuits have be- 
come a rarity in the conduct of your 
business. 

Contemplate for a moment the; reverse 
of the conditions as I have presented 
them and picture to yourself, if you ca 
the chaotic conditions that would preva 
in every detail of your business but’ for 
this association. The result would be by 
no means problematical; there would be 
as many different methods of a 
and grading your products, with as man 
different forms of contract, as there are 
commercial exchanges in the country, and 
all differences growing out of sales, pur- 
chases and deliveries of cottonseed prod- 
ucts would either be adjusted by commit- 
tees appointed by these exchanges—many 
members of which know nothing what- 
ever concerning the products you manu- 
facture—at points remote from yp places 
of business or by the slow and expensive 
methods of adjudication in the courts of 
the country, aaa premnne a different con- 
struction in regard to grade, intention ana 
contract in each separate locality. Laws, 
for lack of opposition, would be enacted 
that would work severe hardship on the 
interests of every man owning a dollar’s 
worth of oil mill stock, simply for the 
reason that what is everybody’s business 
is nobody’s business, and no one individ- 
ual, no matter what his inclinations were, 
would command the attention necessary 
to counteract hostile legislation. 

The secretary of this association in- 
forms me that at the present time there 
are, within what may be termed its terri- 
torial jurisdiction, 183 crude cottonseed 
mills, distributed as follows:—One hun- 
dred and sixty in Texas, 15 in Indian Ter- 
ritory and 8 in Oklahoma Territory, and 
out of this number we have 102 members 
representing Texas mills and refineries; 
7 Indian Territory members and 1 member 
in Oklahoma Territory, or only about 60 
per cent. of the entire number in the as- 
sociation. Contemplate for a moment 
what this association has done and is 
constantly doing for these 183 oil mills, 
and contrast the conditions under which 
they are now doing business with what it 
would in all probability be without its 
fostering care and protection, and it is a 
reflection on the business acumen as well 
as on a due regard for fairness that any 
oil mill manager should be content to en- 
joy. the privileges and protection secured 
to him by reason of the existence of this 
association without contributing his quota 
= Sue and money in aid of its perpetua- 

I have endeavored to set before you the 
value of this association to every person 
having an interest in oil mill properties 
in the hope that your zeal may be quick- 
ened and that you may feel it to be your 
duty to do a little missionary work among 
the seventy<odd oil mills in Texas and the 
Territories that are outsiders so far as 
we aré concerned. Every oil mill of those 
mentioned ought to be a member of this 
asso and an active participant in

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, June 29, 1905. 
The local trade has been absolutely 
dead, as it has been for the past month, 
and the Duluth and Minneapolis markets 
showed but little more activity. The 
primary receipts again fell to a very small 
point, and the shipments from the North- 


west were extremely light, Minneapolis 


taking the lead in this respect. A peculiar 
thing noted in the trade for the week was 
the fact that there was not a bushel of 
seed shipped out of the Duluth market. 
The reason for this failure to take out the 
seed is not due to the lack of demand for 
the seed. The crushers who own the seed 
are generally running on full time, and it 
is necessary for them to take out a cer- 
tain amount every week and send down 
the lake to the various points where the 
mills are in operation. This they have 
done for the past month, and regularly 
ever since the season for navigation 
opened. But there has been a change in 
the charges which are exacted at Duluth, 
which is to take effect on the first of 
July, and the crushers are waiting to take 
advantage of the new rule. One of the 
charges which is to be changed is that for 
weighing out the seed. Heretofore the 
charge has been $1 per thousand bushels, 
but when the new rule goes into effect the 
man who takes out the seed will be 
charged but 50c. It will be seen that upon 
a consignment of 100,000 bushels, this 
amount makes a considerable item, and 
every dollar is made to have its full force 
in the seed market at this time. The in- 
spection charge has also been lowered. It 
was at first given out that the change 
would put the charge down from $1 to %c., 
but on the protest of members of the Ex- 
change the commission anounced that 
there had been a mistake and that the 
change contemplated a reduction to 50c. 
The Exchange has been clamoring for the 
reduction for a long time, and most of the 
members are reported to be satisfied with 
the new schedule. Crop news is still 
meager on the whole, but there is nothing 
in any of the reports which would tend to 
destroy the first impression of the trade 
that there was to be a big increase in the 
acreage. The adjective is used advisedly. 
It does not mean that there is going to be 
an increase of 30 per cent., as some of the 
trade have estimated it. Thus far there is 
nothing to indicate that there will be any- 
thing like such an additional acreage, but 
if it amounts to 10 per cent., it will be all 
that the bears in the trade can expect. 
The weather conditions have not been the 
best that could have been hoped for, the 
temperatures in the Northwest being uni- 
corey low, and the nights extremely cool, 
but there is still plenty of time for the 
growing crops to get a good stand. Litt’e 
remains to be planted, and the next gov- 
ernment report will undoubtedly give 
some place to the crop, which it failed to 
do the last time, owing to the fact that 
there was so little data upon which to 
work. There is a belief that the Canadian 
crop in the Northwest is going to be 
smaller than it was one year ago. The 
secretary of the Northwestern Grain Deal- 
ers‘ Association has made an estimate of 
the probable acreage in the Manitoba ter- 
ritory, and puts the total at 34,900 acres, 
against 46,500 acres last year, or a decrease 
in the acreage of about 25 per cent. This 
will have little effect on the domestic 
situation, however, unless the price for 
the seed here gets so high that we are 
put upon an import basis, in which case it 
would work for lower prices to have a 
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bigger crop in the Canadian country. 
Even this little hope, it would therefore 
seem, is to be denied to the bears in this 
year’s campaign.

LINSEED OIL.—Trade is on a very sat- 
isfactory basis and the price for oil is 
firmer, though there has been no actual 
advance, The crushers in the Chicago 
territory are reporting that they have a 
far better trade than normal at this sea- 
son of the year, and the jobbers are de- 
claring that their business continues to be 
all that they could ask. How well the 


smaller buyers are taking the oil is shown 
by the fact that most of the big jobbers 
have taken practically all the oil which 
their early contracts called for, and are 
endeavoring to make new ones. There has 
been considerable new contract making 
in the last few weeks, but just now there 
is a hitch, and the crushers have been 
holding off. it is said that one of the big 
iZastern houses which is usually a jobber, 
has been offering spot oil to the buyers at 
prices 1@2c. under the asking figure of the 
crushers. The oil is that wnich was con- 
tracted for early in the season when the 
price was not so high as it is now, and the 
house saw an opportunity to make a profit 
on its investment. ‘To this is probably in 
part due the fact that the price for the oil 
has not been advanced, as it is necessary 
in’ some cases for the crushers to meet 
this competition. This has also partially 
stupped the making of contracts. There 
is a report that some adulterated oil is 
being put on the market, and that there 
has been a quantity of corn germs sold 
tor the purpose of making the mixture, 
the germ being the part ot the grain out 
of which corn oil is made. The facts in 
the case are yet unobtainable, but it is be- 
lieved that much of the cheap oil which 
has been offered is of this character, The 
strike difficulties are not as great as they 
were, though the strike itseif is still on. 
Deliveries which were held back on ac- 
count of the trouble have nearly all been 
made and the crushers are nearly up to 
date in the filling of orders. The price for 
oil is still held at 46c., with some cases 
where 4i7c. has been paid. 

LINSEED CAKE.—The demand _ for 
cake has remained just as it was chron- 
cled at the close one week ago. The offer- 
ings have been small, and have been 
taken care of, at $26.50 per ton on the 
basis of Chicago. The inquiry at this time 
of the year, and at the high prices which 
have been asked, is something which is 
declared by the trade to be out of the 
ordinary, but, as the supplies abroad ap- 
pear to be small, there is no reason to 
look for any slackening up of the demand 
fur some time to come at least. There is 
evidently nothing of the ‘‘short interest’ 
about the demand; it appears to be entire- 
ly legitimate, and due to the lack of feeds 
abroad, coupled with the high price which 
has been paid for corn. 

CORN OI1L.—Demand is fair. The prices 
are held to the old basis and the output is 
small. There is a very slim inquiry at 
home, but the foreign demand is reported 
to be satisfactory to the selling interests. 
The local sellers are quoting the oil at 
$3:50 per hundred, in barrels, f. 0. b. Chi- 
cago. 

LARD.—The lard market has had a sub- 
stantial advance the past week. The chief 
cause of the betterment has been _ the 
higher prices at which hogs have been 
sold. The offerings of porcine commodity 
on the local market this week have been 
very light, and hogs went within 5c. of the 
top figure of the year, which is Something 
almost unprecedented during the summer 
months. The influence which the price 
of hogs had on the other products in the 
provision list, naturally was communi- 
cated to lard, which is statistically the 
weakest of ali the products, and this has 
given it a temporary lift, at least. Ar- 
rivals from the interior continue to be 
liberal for delivery on July contracts, and 
it is believed the estimate for the month 
will show the heaviest stocks in Chicago 
for many years. There has been little 
speculative trading. Some changing over 
ot July contracts to the more distant 
futures was reported during the week. 
Acceptances of lard for storage have been 
liberal. Some of the exporters have ac- 
cepted a liberal amount of lard to ga 
abroad. Cash closed to-day at $7.27\%, 
loose at $6.80; leaf lard, $6.87%4; neutral, 
$8.1214@8.3742 

STEARINE.—Some little inquiry, very 
light trading. Trade considers the market 
weak and near a break, makers being in- 
clined to make slight concessions, which 
buyers consider not sufficient to interest 
them.

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, July 1, 1905. 


The past week has been one of dis- 
appointments to the producers in the 
oider producing States. During Me 
middle of June the reports showed a 
consiaeravie degree OL Success attend- 
ing development operations, quite a 
number of iarge weis having rewarded 
tue adriliers’ etforts, and tue opinion 
gained that the montnily field report 
would show a turther increase in new 
proauction and possibly in tne number 
ot compietions, put the reports during 
tne past week have tended to dissipate 
this view, and now the opinions as to 
probable increase vary. Lifforts to es- 
tablish extensions have almost unl- 
formly proved failures while few, very 
tew, drillers now entertain hope of dis- 
covering a new pool, and consequently 
little of this class of development work 
is in progress. The record of comple- 
tions during the past week show that 
the average production of the new wells 
has been lowered, the new wells being 
for the most part small pumpers and 
many barely escaping the duster list, 
while the percentage of failures to find 
oil has been somewhat larger, and we 
again hear complaints to the effect 
that the business of the oil operator 
has ceased to be piofitable. The fact 
that the price of the product has re- 
mained stationary is regarded with sat- 
isfaction by the operators, who now 
entertain the belief that there will be 
no further reductions, though they are 
an optimistic class and have unbound- 
ed faith that their product will sooner 
or later realize better prices. The pro- 
duction in the Kansas and territory 
fields keeps up at about 22,000 bbls. a 
day, but the deliveries amount to only 
about 6,000 bbls a day and, consequent- 
ly, there are steady large additions to 
the stocks above ground. The produc- 
ers in those fields, however, are en- 
couraged to expect improvement in the 
conditions, as the Standard is reported 
to have resumed the purchase of the 
product and will furnish increased 
piping and tankage facilities. There 
has been no important change in the 
situation in Texas. An important com- 
plaint has been lodged with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, alleging 
discrimination in oil freight rates to 
and from various Southern and North- 
ern points, the full text of which is 
printed on another page of this issue. 


Refined and Prodacts,. 


The demand for refined for export 
continues fairly active, but the engage- 
ments during the past week have been 
somewhat smaller by reason of the al- 
tered position of the tank fleet. There 
is no change in the situation in the for- 
eign market, but it is believed that if 
the internal troubles in Russia continue 
it will seriously affect the Russian pe- 
troleum industry, in which case an in- 
creased demand for American oil will 
be the natural result. The engagements 
for export during the past week foot up 
about 225,000 bbls., all for shipment in 
bulk. The price for barreled oil has 
continued steady at 6.90c. for New York 
loading, and at 6.85c. for Philadelphia 
loading. The principal foreign markets 
are firmer.

CARNAUBA WAX.—The interest of 
consumers has been directed more of 
late to the lower grades, which had 
been in comparatively slight request, 
following the high range of the higher 
grades and the steadily decreasing 
stocks. A leading importer has de- 
pleted. practically every grade except 
north country wax. Nothing new has 
developed in the primary markets and 
the position of Hamburg and Liverpool 
is unabated in strength. Spot values 
are without quotable change. 

CHLOROFORM.—A logical sequence 
of the expiration of the patents by the 
acetone process has lately come to 
light in the announcement that the two 
operators under these patents have 
combined under a separate corporation 
to continue the process at Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., where bleaching powder, 
which constitutes by far the greater 
part of material required in the manu- 
tacture of chloroform, is readily avail- 
able. This move was taken apparently 
to reduce the freight charges, involved 
in having the product made at two 
works, widely separated from the cen- 
ter of raw materia] suppiy, and it forti- 
fies the new company very strongly 
against the competition made possible 
by the expirativun of the acetone pat- 
ents. The question of the possibility 
of the carbon tetra chloride method 
commands some attention in this con- 
nection, and we are advised on credit- 
able authority that very serious consid- 
eration is being given to the removal 
of certain obstacles in the way of the 
successful operation of this process, 
and tangible developments are con- 
fidently awaited within a reasonably 
short period.

MENTHOL.—Quite a flurry of excite- 
ment was centered in this market early 
in the week, but it has subsided con- 
siderably at this time, although the 
$1.85 basis reached a few days ago is 
nominally in _ effect. The markets 
abroad manifest a stronger tendency, 
but some dealers doubt the sincerity of 
the upward move, in the face of the 
favorable crop prospects. We have 
treated this market with more detail 
on our editorial page. 

QUICKSILVER.—With the advance 
in the flask price, the jobbing basis is 
firmer at 55@57c., as to quantity. 

SPERMACETI.—The _ reduction of 
makers’ stocks, following an improved 
demand, has been the occasion for an 
advance of lc., putting block at 26c. 
said to be in a position to shade these 
values. 

Balsams, 

There is little feature to note under 
this heading beyond the scarcity of 
Para copaiba both on spot and in the 
primary markets. Some dealers main- 
tain 36c. here, but in a limited way 35c. 
is still named. Central American copai- 
ba is in plentiful supply, but the mar- 
ket is apparently sustained at 30@32c., 
as to quality, quantity and seller. Can- 
ada fir is unchanged at $3.10 in bbls., 
and $3.20 in cans, but Oregon is avail- 
able on an easier basis at 70c. in bbls: 
and 80c, in cans. Other items are with- 
out new interest, and prices are nom- 
inally steady, as listed. 


Barks. 


Holders of cascara sagrada on the 
coast are disposed to await a more fav- 
orable turn of the market before re- 
leasing any large quantities of new bark. 
Spot stocks are ample for current needs 
and quotations remain at 6%c. for 1904 
bark, up to 9c. for older bark. 

Some dealers have faith in the future 
of cottonroot bark, little being left in 
the country and this being held at 7c. 
Sales on spot are reported at 7%c., but 
some holders decline to shade 8c, 

A more reserved selling policy is ob- 
served by some holders of sassafras 
bark, replenishment of available stocks 
not being possible before next spring, 
and up to 14c. is asked. Sifted bark is 
yet available at 12c. and some ordinary 
lots could be had at lle, 

White pine bark is coming in rather 
slowly, but there is practically no de- 
mand, and the market is on an easy 
basis at 5@6c, 

Beans. 


Justification for the prevailing low 
range of prices for Mexican vanilla 
beans is found in the extent of the re- 
cent crop, which has been placed at 
2,000 cases, the largest on record. The 
nearest approach to this amount was 
in 1891, when the yield was 1,087 cases. 
The 1903 crop was a large one, aggre- 
gating 1,028 cases, while that of last 
year was 665 cases. During the last 
twenty years it is sdid that only three 
crops have exceeded 1,000 cases. Ar- 
rivals from Mexico continue liberal and 
the movement into distributing chan- 
nels shows improvement, especialiy for 
cuts. In some quarters an advance in 
cut beans has been reported, and it is 
said to be difficult to buy prime cuts on 
spot at $1.50.- Some dealers report quite 
a movement in the cheaper grades of 
Bourbons, ranging from $1.75 to $2.50. 
We are advised of a recent arrival of 74 
tins, about 7,000 lbs., of Tahiti beans at 
San Francisco. This is smaller than 
the usual arrival. The market for An- 
gostura tonka beans is higher as a re- 
sult of a reported shortage in the crop, 
and in some quarters 60c. is now an in- 
side quotation, but we hear of some lots 
still available at 57%c. 

Berries. 


The first arrival of cubeb berries in 
several weeks was received this week 
on the Schuylkill, and consisted of 204 
bales. It has had no material influence 
on the iocal market, which is steadily 
maintained at 7%@8c. for ordinary, and 
up to 9c. for stemless. 

Earlier reports of the poor outlook 
for the crop-of saw palmetto berries 
have received strong confirmation this 
week. Latest advices from Florida in- 
dicate quite a material damage to the 
crop and up to 18e. is reported there. 
The spot situation does not reflect the

A fair degree of seasonable consuming 
interest is manifested in lemon within 
the range of 55@66c., as to quality, 
brand and quantity. Bergamot is well 
sustained at $2.10@2.25. We have the

Gums. 


The reduction in the spot supplies of 
Curacao aloes and the uncertainty as 
to the basis for replenishing from the 
new crop are the factors of strength 
in the spot market and quotations are 
maintained at 444.@4%c. A leading im- 
porting house is authority for the 
statement that the crop may not reach 
a total of 2,000 cases, against an av- 
erage yield of about 5,000 cases. This 
nouse is still unwilling to enter con- 
tracts, but the views maintained in 
this quarter are likely to put spot val- 
ues to 5c. in the near future. Numer- 
ous inquiries are being received from 
the leading markets in this country 
and in Europe, but local wants will 
be covered first, probably to the full 
extent of this season’s production. Spot 
sales of gourds are reported at 7c, but 
it is doubtful whether anythisg more 
is obtainable at this figure, 74%c. being 
named. There is little of this variety 
here and nothing is yet offered from 
primary sources. 

Buying interest in chicle is almost at 
a standstill, but there is no appreciable 
change in the position of the market, 
arrivals from producing districts being 
proportionately light. For prime Mexi- 
ean gum 34c. is readily acceptable for 
ear lots on spot. Honduras gum is ob- 
tainable at a material concession from 
the price for Mexican. 

American refined camphor is without 
important inquiry, but no change is to 
be noted from the basis of 68c. in bbls. 
and 68i4c. in cases. Japanese refined is 
available at 66c. Mail advices from 
Kobe give the shipments of Japanese 
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refined from January 1 to May 8 as 
10,490 cases in all weights. 

Pipe gamboge continues to yield to 
the easier tendency of the foreign mar- 
kets and is now offered at 75c., while 
broken is available at 70@72\4c. 


Herbs and Leaves. 


Grindelia robusta is firmer at 22@23c. 
under the close concentration of avail- 
able stocks and the lack of definite 
offers of new crop shipment. Yerba 
santa is held at 15@18c., but new crop 
goods will probably be available at a 
better basis. 

Ready sales of laurel leaves at 3%c. 
are reported and probably nothing bet- 
ter can be done, local stocks being 
closely held and the markets abroad 
being practicaily depleted. 

Alexandria senna half leaf and sift- 
ings are held at very firm rates 
abroad, and the basis of some recent 
transactions in the local trade would 
seem to warrant an advance. Half 
leaf is offered at 9144@l1lc. and siftings 
at 54@6c. 

Prime green short buchu are held at 
15@17c., but some mixed green and yel- 
low leaves could probably be had at a 
slight concession. 

Prime Truxillo coca leaves are well 
held at 19@20c., those available below 
the inside figure not being regarded as 
especially desirable. 


Roots. 


Little spring-dug golden seal has been 
received on the local market, and the 
price of $1.30 named in the country is 
not likely to induce liberal purchasing. 
Some lots of the new root are reported 
available at $1.35, but there is no 
abatement of the firmness of the fall- 
dug root at $1.50@1.60. 

Western senega Is reported easier in 
some quarters, in anticipation of new 
crop offers, and 62c. is now named, but 
some dealers maintain up to 64c. The 
Winnipeg Commercial prints the fol- 
lowing :— 

Senega root is still scarce on account of the 
ground in some places being wet, and it is 
moving very slowly. Prices at present are 
from 55@58c. Some country merchants are re- 
ported to be paying 25c. per lb. for green 
senega, but that is very high, as it takes about 
three pounds of green to make one pound of 
dry senega,. 

A more seasonable interest is dis- 
played in Jamaica ginger and higher 
prices are named by some holders. A 
general range for natural root is 8@9c., 
and for bleached, 10%2@l1lc. 

Ipecac is firm at the recent advance 
to $1.35 for both Rio and Cartagena. A 
test of the market is said to have dis- 
closed nothing below this figure. 

Supplies of St. Vincent arrowroot are 
reported in fewer hands and the tone 
of the market is firmer, but without 
change from 74%@8c. 


Seeds. 


Cable advices from our Constantino- 
ple correspondent place this season's 
crop of canary seed at 100,000 sacks. 
While this is more than twice that of 
last year’s yield, it is considerably be- 
low the normal out-turn of 175,000 bags. 
Advances are believed to be warranted 
by this condition, but current quota- 
tions are still on the basis of 54@5%c. 
for Smyrna, and 5%@é6c. for Sicily. 

The scarcity of Levant wormseed has 
attracted some interest this week, and 
inquiries for fairly large quantities 
could not be filled. The cost to import 
is estimated at nearly l5c., and the 
spot basis may be stated nominally as 
16@17c. American wormseed remains 
at 74%@8c. 

For genuine Dutch caraway 6c. is 
probably an inside quotation. 

Celery is reported easier abroad, but 
this view is not a general one and in 
some quarters the import cost is placed 
at 7%c. This figure is available on spot 
in a limited way, up to 8c. being main- 
tained. 

Kombe stropanthus has been more 
actively inquired for of late, and a gen- 
eral scarcity has been disclosed. It is 
stated that as high as $1.25 has been 
paid, but we hear that $1.20 is possible. 

A leading holder of bleached Mogador 
coriander seed has advanced his price 
to 10@10%c. and to 7%@8c. for natural 
Russian. Natural Bombay seed is 
available at 7@7\c. 





Shellac. 


The advancing tendency of the mar- 
ket continues to attract large buying 
interests, and consumers are eager to 
anticipate their wants in the prospect 
of a 40c. basis for T. N. in the early 
future. Speculative interest here has 
also been stimulated by the late turn 
in the market. Stocks here show ma- 
terial reduction, and arrivals from 
sources of supply are not fast enough 


to satisfy current requirements for 
some marks. London is being drawn 
upon to a considerable extent. That 


market shows an advance to 155s. per 
ewt. for October T. N., and for July- 
August 153s. is reported to have been 
paid. Our London correspondent cables 
to-day (Saturday) a spot value of 150s. 
for T. N., which would bring the cost 
here to 3344c. Here this mark is higher 
at 34\%4c. in bags and at 35@36c. in cases. 
We are advised that limited quantities 
of bleached commercial can be had at 
3lc., but up to 83c. is maintained in 
some quarters. Bone dried is held at 
2@43e. Some small lots of Octagon 
B are reported at 46c. V.S. O. is quoted 
at 47c. and A, C. garnet at 35@36c. The 
Gordon Castle has reached Boston with 
about 1,200 packages of assorted marks, 
but only 260 of T. N. is said to be avail- 
able for the local trade. 


Spices. 


Pepper is a very strong feature of the 
spice market and in the face of the ar- 
rival of the Schuylkill with 11,335 bags 
of various grades, prices show an ad- 
vancing tendency. Large sales were 
maée for arrival on the Schuylkill and 
the interest of buyers was maintained 
in round lots fer shipment as well as 
for nearby afloat, chiefly in Singapore 
‘black, at stiffening values. Trading 
to a smaller extent is also reported in 
Acheen, Lampong and _  “Tellicherry. 
Consumers’ stocks are believed to be 
reduced materially, and some heavy 
short interests are reported here and in 
London, Primary advices denote a 
very strong tendency. At the close, 
spot Singapore black was held at 11%@ 


12%c. Acheen, at 114%@11%c., and Lam- 
pong was maintained at 11¥%@12c. 
Cloves attracted comparatively little 


attention, but they are well sustained 
at 10%@ll1c., which is said to be below 
the parity of primary markets. Other 
spices are without special interest but 
are generally steady as listed.

Determination of Vanillin, Cou- 
marin and Acetanilide in 


Vanilla Extract. 
BY A. L. WINTON AND E. MONROE BAILEY 


The Hess and Prescott method for the 
determination of vanillin and coumarin 
soon after its appearance, was adopted 
as a provisional method by the Associa- 
on of Official Agricultural Chemists, and 
has come into general use in American 
food laboratories. Winton and Silverman, 
working with extracts made in the la- 
boratory from pure vanillin and coumar- 
in, found that this method, slightly mod- 
ifled, gave remarkably accurate results 
for vanillin, and reasonably accurate re- 
sults for coumarin. When, however, as 
high as 0.30 per cent. of coumarin was 
present, there was a deficiency of 5 to 

mg., equivalent to 0.02 to 0.04 per 
cent. of the extract. 

This slight loss of coumarin, we have 
since found, was sustained during de- 
alcoholizing, and may be largely or en- 
tirely obviated by following the instruc- 
tions given on page 722, thus avoiding 
over-concentration. The loss of coumarin 
from a concentrated solution is so great 
as to render the analysis entirely worth- 
less. For example, in evaporating 25 cc. 
of an extract containing 0.30 per cent. of 
coumarin three times to a volume of 10 
ce., this loss amounted to over half the 
total quantity present. 

Adulteration of Vanillin with Acetanl- 
lide.—In a cireular, issued by a_ well- 
known chemical house in 1901 attention 
was called to low-priced vanillin then on 
the market, sold usually under foreign 
labels, which, according to analysis, was 
adulterated with 35 per cent. of acetani- 
lide. It was further stated that this 
practice was not only dishonest, but a 
menace to health, and that the house 
would analyze free of charge suspected 
samples. 

None of the commercial vanilla extracts 
analyzed at this Station, during the year 
1901, contained acetanilide, although many 
of them were unquestionably made from 
synthetic vanillin, but during the pres- 
ent year 4 out of 47 adulterated extracts 
examined contained amounts ranging 
from 0.08 to 0,15 per cent. The percent- 
ages of vanillin, coumarin and acetani- 
lide in these samples, and the meltin 
points of the acetanilide, were as fol- 
lows:—

These resuits indicate that these ex- 
tracts were made from vanillin contain- 
ing from 27 to 45 per cent. of acetanilide. 

Detection of Acetanilide.—This adulter- 
ant is readily detected in the course of 
Hess and Prescott’s process by the in- 
complete solubility in petroleum ether of 
the residue, which in the case of extracta 





free from acetanilide is pure coumarin. 
by the meiting-point of the insoluble por 
tion (112° C.), and by its qualitative re 
actions. The weighed residue of cou- 
marin and acetanilide is stirred for fif- 
teen minutes with 15 cc. of petroleum 
ether, the clear solution is carefully de- 
canted, and the operatioin of stirring and 
decanting is repeated three times. This 
we have found sufficient in all cases for 
complete solution of the coumarin with 
out dissolving appreciably the acetanilide 

The residual acetanilie is dried in «a 
desiccator, weighed, and tested as to its 
melting-point and reactions. The weight 
deducted from the weight before dis- 
golving out the coumarin, gives the 
weight of the coumarin, The extract ie 
allowed to evaporate at room tempera. 
ture, and the melting-point of the crys- 
tals determined. If desired, the coumar- 
in can be weighed, but it is more ac- 
curate and convenient to obtain this in- 
gsredient by difference. 

We have found the following qualita- 
tive reactions recommended by Ritsert to 
be reliable:— 

Boil the residue in a small beaker for 
two or three minutes with 2 to 3 ce. of 
concentrated hydrochloric acid, cool, di- 


vide into three portions, and_ test in 
small tubes (4 to 5 mm. inside diameter 
as follows:— 


(1) Indophenol reaction. To one por- 
tion add carefully 1 to 3 drops of a solu- 
tion of chlorinated lime (1 : 200) in such 
a& manner that the two solutions do not 
mix. A beautiful blue color formed at 
the juncture of the two liquids indicates 
acetanilide. 

(2) To another portion add a_ small 
drop of permanganate solution. A clear 
green color is formed, if any appreciablo 
amount of acetanilide is present. 

(3) Mix the third portion with a small 
drop of 3 per cent. chromic acid solu- 
tion. Acetanilide gives a yellow-green 
solution, changing to dark green on 
standing five minutes, and with the for- 
mation of a dark blue precipitate on ad- 
— of a drop of caustic potash solu- 

on. 

We have not found the indophenol test 
adopted by the German Association of 
Pharmacists so satisfactory as Ritsert’s 
modification, as blank tests often give a 
blue color, due probably to impurities in 
the phenol employed. 

Method of etermining Vanillin, Cou- 
marin and Acetanilide.—The following 
modification of the Hess and Prescott 
method gives satisfactory results for all 
three substances:— 

Weigh out 2% grams into a 200 cc. 
beaker with marks showing volumes of 
25 and 530 ec. Dilute to the 50 cc. mark, 
and evaporate in a water-bath to 25 ce. 
at a temperature in the bath of not more 
than 70° C. Dilute a second time to 50 
ce., and evaporate to 25 ec. Add normal 
lead acetate solution drop by drop until 
no more precipitate forms. Stir with a 
glass rod to facilitate flocculation of the 
precipitate, filter through a moistened 
filter, and wash three times with hot 
water, taking care that the total filtrate 
does not measure more than 50 ce. Cool 
the filtrate, and shake with 20 cc. of 
ether in a separatory funnel. Remove 
the ether to another separatory funnel, 
and repeat the shaking of the aqueous 
liquid with ether three times, using 15 
ec, each time. Shake the combined 
ether solutions four or five times with 2 
per cent. ammonia, using 10 cc. for tha 
first shaking, and 5 ce. for each subse- 
quent shaking. Set aside the combined 
ammoniacal solutions for the determina- 
tion of vanillin. 

Wash the ether solution into a weighed 
dish, and allow the ether to evaporate 
at the room temperature. Dry in a 
desiccator, and weigh. Stir the residue 
for fifteen minules with 15 cc. of petro- 
leum ether (boiling-point 30° to 40° C.), 
and decant off the clear liquid into a 
beaker. Repeat the extraction with pe- 
troleum ether two or three times. Allow 
the residue to stand in the air until ap- 
parently dry, completing the drying in a 
desiccator. Weigh, and deduct the weight 
from the weight of the residue obtained 
after the ether evaporation, thus obtain- 


ing the weight of the coumarin. This 
residue, if acetanilide, should have a 
melting-point of about 112° C., and re- 


spond to 
yen, 

Allow the petroleum ether extract to 
evaporate at room temperature. If it ig 
pure coumarin, it should have a melting- 
point within a few degrees of 67° C., and 
respond to Leach’s test. 

Slightly acidulate the ammoniacal so- 
lution, reserved for vanillin, with 10 per 
cent. hydrochloric acid. Cool. and shake 
out in a separatory funnel with four por- 
tions of ether, as described for the first 
ether extraction. Evaporate the ether at 
room temperaiure in a weighed platinum 
dish, dry over sulphuric acid, and weigh. 

If acetanilide has not been previously 
detected, this residue should be pure va- 
nillin, with a melting-point within a few 
degrees of 80° C. 

If acetanilide has been detected, dis- 
solve the residue in 15 cc. of 10 per cent. 
ammonia, and shake out twice with an 
equal volume of ether. Evaporate the 
ether. solution at room temperature, dry 
in a desiccator, and weigh. Deduct this 
weight from the previous weight, thus 
obtaining the weight of pure vanillin. 
The total weight of the acetanilide is 
obtained by adding the weight of this 
last extract to that of the residue pre- 
viously obtained, and identified as ace- 
itanilide. 

In doubtful cases the ammoniacal so- 
lution should be acidified, shaken -out 
with ether, and the melting-point of the 
vanillin, obtained by evaporatfon at room 
temperature, Getermined. 

It is quite possible that thg. first shak- 


the qualitative tests already 


ing with ammonia woud efiect a com- 
plete separation of vanillin from _ boti 
coumarin and acetanilide, if a smaller 


amount of ammonia of greater strength 
were used, as first proposed by Hess and 
Prescott. We have found, however, that 
the more dilute ammonia is much more 
satisfactory for ordinary extracts free 
from acetanilide, and it seems, therefore, 
undesirable to modify the process to fit 
exceptional samples, 

Test Analyses.—In order to test the ac- 
curacy of the above-described process, an 
extract was prepared in the laboratory 
containing 20 per cent. of cane-sugar, 40 

er cent. of alcohol, and in each 25 cc., 

.0TO gram each of pure vanillin, cou- 
marin and acetanilide.

The purity of the coumarin, vanillin 
and acetanilide as weighed out, also as 
recovered in the course of the analyses, 
was established by deteimrnation of melt- 
ing-points.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Reports from the principal trade cen- 
ters, while showing some variation, 
nevertheless indicate a healthy and, 
withal, satisfactory condition of gen- 
eral trade for this season of the year. 
Ordinarily, at the close of the first 
half of the year, business shows a 
marked falling off, and this is regarded 
as the beginning of the mid-summer 
dullness, but thus far, while some sec- 
tions report a falling off in trade, it has 
been less pronounced than in previous 
years, though a further shrinkage in 
the volume of business is expected. The 
movement of seasonable goods, notwith- 
standing the low average of the tem- 
perature, has been exceptionally large, 
and to this fact is due the appearance 
of activity ereported. The _ principal 
transportation companies continue to 
report a large movement of general 
merchandise, and claim that, as com- 
pared with a year ago, there is an in- 
crease in the amount of freight offered 
and transported. In the lines of trade 
represented by the Reporter the ap- 
proach of the national holiday and the 
usual midsummer hegira to the coun- 
try has been accompanied by the fall- 
ing off in trade always so noticeable, 
though the volume of business in most 
lines has been larger than during the 
corresponding week of last year. The 
demand for chemicals has been some- 
what irregular, and shows some fall- 
ing off, but for some of the heavy chem- 
icals the inquiry has been up to the 
average. The movement of drugs has 
been slow and has been confined to job- 
bing proportions. Dyestuffs have been 
somewhat disappointing, consumers 
taking only sufficient to supply their 
more urgent current needs. The de- 
mand for paints has kept up remark- 
ably well, though the nearby trade 
shows considerable falling off, while, 
on the other hand, reports from other 
sections indicate a continuance of the 
large consumption heretofore noted, Oils 
have been quiet, considerable complaint 
being heard in nearly all branches, 
though a fair business has been report- 
ed in seed oils. The industrial situation 
has not changed, the reports from the 
principal industrial centers having been 
of the same satisfactory tenor as here- 
tofore reported. With very few excep- 
tions plants are running full time, and 
the demand for the products is claimed 
to continue exceptionally good, thus 
assuring continuous full operation dur- 
ing the summer. There is no fear of 
serious labor complications, as full 
employment is assured and the wages 
paid to skilled artisans should be satis- 
factory. The same highly encourag- 
ing reports have come from the metal 
industries and manufacturers of struc- 
tural iron work, and makers of all 
classes of machinery report the demand 
for their products as exceptionally good. 
The labor situation presents few new 
features of especial interest,as differing 
from the conditions prevailing a week 
ago. There have been a number of 
new strikes reported, but none of 
these is of more than local interest, and 
none is regarded as likely to extend. 
None of the threatened strikes here- 
tofore referred to have materialized, 
and conditions in this city remain 
about as before, considerable dissatis- 
faction in some trades, but no nearer 
approach to the striking point, while 
in the building trades matters appear 
to have quieted down considerably. The 
great agricultural staples have shown 
a rather wide range of variations, 
especially wheat, which has also 
scored a substantial gain. Wheat open- 
ed on Monday at 94%c. and showed a 
weakening tendency, but soon develop- 
ed strength and later advanced, with 
rather wide fluctuations. The range 
for the week for July delivery was 34@ 
99c., with the close on Friday at 985@c. 
Corn started the week at 60%c. and 
developed considerable strength, though 
the variations were of considerable ex- 
tent, without, however, any decided ad- 
vance. The range for the week for 
July delivery was 60%@61%c., with the 
close on Friday at 61%c. Oats have 
held steady throughout the week at 
341%4c. Cotton advanced rather sharply 
early in the week, but the variations 
were of considerable extent and the up- 
ward movement was not continued. 
The range for the week for July deliv- 
ery was 8.61@9.73c., with the close on 
Friday at 9.65c. Lard showed only 
moderate variations, and there did not 
appear any decided tendency in either 
direction. The range for the week at 
Chicago for July delivery was 7.25@ 
7.307., with the close on Friday at 
7.27%c. The market for time money 
was a little easier, while the supply 
has been moderate. Rates at the close 
were 3@3% per cent. for thirty to sixty 
days, 3% per cent. for ninety days to 
four months, and 34%@3% per cent. for 
longer periods. Money on call on the 
Stock Exchange has ranged from 2@6 
per cent., with the bulk of the business 
done at 24%,@3 per cent. The average 
rate was 3 per cent. The closing rate 
on Friday was 4 per cent. Mercantile 
paper has been in moderate supply dur- 
ing the past week, with the demand 
good and rates steady. Rates at the 
close were 3%@4 per cent. for sixty to 
ninety days’ indorsements, 3%@4 per 
eent. for choice single names having 
four to six months to rufh and 4%4@5 per 
cent. for other grades. The price of bar 
silver varied daily, advancing early in 
the week, but later declining. and clos- 
°4 easy on Friday at 58%@59%c. for 
-e~mercial bars and at 581%@60\%c. for 
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sovernment assay bars, showing a de- 
cline of %c. from the closing prices of 
last week. Mexican dollars closed at 
4514. bid and 48c. asked. The market 
for sterling exchange was Steady early 
in the week, then steadily weakened 
and closed quiet and lower on Friday. 
Rates for actual business at the close 
were 4.854% @4.85% for sixty days, 4.87 
for demand, and 4.87% for cables. The 
supply of grain and cotton bills has 
been very light and later scarce, while 
the demand was fair. Rates at the 
close were 4.843%@4.85%. The Industrials 
have shown considerable variations 
due, for the most part, to trading in- 
fluences, while the changes have been 
unimportant and may not be regarded 
as due to changed conditions affecting 
the several stocks. Trading has shown 
considerable improvement and in Sugar 
was, at times, active. There were no 
developments to affect these securities 
as a class. The general list of securi- 
ties dealt in on the Stock Exchange 
has shown frequent alternating ad- 
vances and declines due to various in- 
fluences, among the more potent being 
the news from Russia and it’s effect on 
the foreign exchanges. Trading showed 
considerable improvement. 

Sugar stock was somewhat sensitive 
to trading influences early in the week, 
but was given support, and when later 
a buying movement developed the 
stock responded by a substantial ad- 
vance. A part of this, however, was 
later lost. There were no develop- 
ments affecting the concern and the 
variations were due to efforts of trad- 
ers. and in part to the course of the | 
feneral market. The last sale on Fri- 
dav was at 138%. 

The fluctuations during the week 
have been from 136%@140, the lowest 
Monday and the highest Wednesday 
closing to-day at 138% bid. ; 

Cotton Oil stock held remarkablv 
steady under very light trading and 
was apparently unaffected by the 
course of the general market. There 
was no news beyond reports of market 
conditions, and as there was an ad- 
vance in the price of the princinal prod- 
uct these were favorable. The last 
sale reported, on Thursday, was at 32 

The fluctuations during the week 
have been from 31%@32, the lowest 
Monday and the highest Thursday, 
closing to-day at 31% bid. 


Lead stock was traded in to a fair ex- 
tent, considerable interest being devel- 
oped on the announcement that at the 
special meeting of the stockholders it 
was voted to increase the capital stock 
$20,000.000—$10,000,000 in preferred and 
$10,000,000 common—this making the to- 
tal $50,000,000. This was regarded as a 
decided move toward consumating the

the business of its sessions. We have a 
strong, stable organization, but it can be 
made stronger and better, and it should 
be your purpose to make it so. Additional 
interest might be added to our meetings 
if all the members would make themselves 
heard as well as seen. There are a great 
many things that might profitably be dis- 
cussed and acted on. ‘There is about 
$10,000,000 invested in oil mills and refin- 
eries in Texas, and yet it is every man for 
himself and the devil take the hindmost, 
each against his neighbor and every one 
of us confronted with combinations 
whichever way we turn. We could not 
discuss the price of cottonseed, because it 
would be treason to do so, but perhaps we 
would be allowed to mention the fact that 
the abuse of adulterating cottonseed by 
the admixture of motes, dirt, boils, etc., 
whether done intentionally or otherwise, 
is growing worse year by year, until the 
loss from this source in weight of seed 
purchased amounts to about 7 per cent., 
1,300 pounds of manufactured products out 
of 2,00 pounds of seed purchased being 
about the average yield during the past 
season, 

We might aiso advert to the fact that 
the oil milis of the United States are pay- 
ing something like $150,000 per year more 
for press cloth than it would cost if the 
import duty on camel's hair was removed, 
and the attention of our Senators and 
Representatives might be called to the 
fact that this heavy tax is paid for the 
protection of but three press cloth fac- 
tories, only one of which is located in the 
South, 

it has proved profitable to our industry 
in the past to discuss—and perhaps cuss— 
hre insurance rates. This important mat- 
ter has been ventilated at several meet- 
ings of this association, but no plan yet 
presented has met with sutticient consid- 
eration at your hands to give promise of 
permanent relief. There is a proposition 
pending before you now relative to this 
subject, submitted by a Texas under- 
writer of experience and standing, that 
in all probability must be accepted or re- 
jected without further delay; one which 
is calculated to materially reduce your in- 
surance rates and which appears fair, 
honest and attractive, the management to 
be invested in a board of directors of your 
own selection, and yet the matter drags 
in face of the fact that statistics demon- 
strate the feasibility of the plan sub- 
mitted. 

Then there is our own bureau of pub- 
licity, engaged in the work of advertising 
the uses and advantages of cottonseed 
products and in seeking out new uses and 
new markets. A discussion of this impor- 
tant adjunct to our business at the ses- 
sion of the Interstate Cottonseed Crush- 
ers’ Association held in New Orleans five 
weeks ago brought out a good deal of 
very interesting information applicabie to 
this feature. Among others, Mr. L. A, 
Ransom, of Atlanta, Ga., addressed the 
meeting and read a paper under the head 
of ‘‘Home Markets,” showing the neces- 
sity for increasing the home demand for 
our products, and as showing what had 
been accomplished in Georgia by con- 
tinued efforts made the following state- 
ment:—‘“I’welve years ago at Atlanta we 
sold our meal to fertilizer companies or 
exported it. At the same time we used 
hulls for fuel. At present about three- 
fourths of our meal is sold to feeders and 
dairymen, and we are unable to supply 
the demand for hulls from local produc- 
tion, The demand has been created by 
hard work among the farmers and dairy- 
men, and if similar efforts were made in 
other parts of Georgia and the South we 
should have very little surplus meal and 
hulls, and if any cake or meal was ex- 
ported it would bring satisfactory prices.” 
He also made the statement that “at one 
refinery in Mississippi about 1,000 barrels 
of oil are sold annually to local consum- 
ers,"’ and “in Georgia we have recently 
established a retail trade for cooking oil 
at many of the crude mills, and although 
this has been in operation only a few 
weeks the result is most encouraging.” 
After elaborating on this subject “Mr. 
Ransom concluded his remarks with the 
following appropriate and wholesome ad- 
vice:—‘‘Let us get together and forget the 
little troubles we have and take a bigger 
and broader view of the whole situation, 
aud turning our eyes to the future, work 
on the principle of the ‘Georgia Gospel’ 
as expounded by that sunny hearted 
Georgia poet, Frank Stanton:— 


‘No use in grievin’ 

‘Bout the milk you spill; 
Keep on believin’ 

That the cow’ll stand still.’ 

The subjects mentioned, as well as 
others, might be agitated for our mutual 
benefit, and the time of our annual ses- 
sions might well be prolonged for such 
discussion and investigation as their im- 
Or ence wasrente. » 

ank you for the attention accorded 
me and feel that I have occupied enough 
of your time in presenting what I have in 
reference to our association, Every as- 
sertion I have made is susceptible of 
proof, and I will feel exceedingly grati- 
fied if I have said anything that will lead 
to a better appreciation among you of the 
respect and power your association has 
attained as a compass. harmonious body, 
the sole object of which is to unite ali 
the cottonseed crushers of Texas and the 
Indian Territory for their own, good. 

In conclusion, I urge every one of you 
to take a more active interest in all that 
concerns this association. Do not hide 
your light under a bushel; show a willing- 
ness to serve your own interests and be 
active in securing new members. 


“The Values and Uses of Cottonseed 
Meal in Home Industry” was the sub- 
ject of an address by Prof. F. R. Mar- 
shall, professor of animal husbandry 
at the Agricultural and Mechanical Col- 
lege. He advanced ideas and furnished 
proofs that made the oil mill men real- 
ize to a greater extent than they had 
before the possibilities of the cotton- 
seed products 

A general discussion followed this ad- 
dress, after which came the report of 
committees.

These, gentlemen, are the figures repre- 
senting the year’s work of your Bureau 
of Publicity, but the extent and results 
of the work must as yet be told in words 
and not in dollars and cents. As to the 
extent of the work, we are able to speak 
contidently; indeed, we feel that we may, 
with due reverence and all modesty, para- 
phrase the expression of good Sir Hugh 
Latimer to Richard Ridley, who, when in 
1555 they were led out swarthed in gun- 
powder to be burned at the stake, cheered 
the heart of his fainting companion with 
the immortal words:—‘*We have lighted a 
candle here in England to-day, which by 
God's grace will never be put out.” 

As to the results, you and you alone 
are competent to judge, but this much 
may be said without fear of successful 
contradiction, that never before in the 
whole history of advertising has so wide 
a degree of publicity been attained at so 
smali an expenditure of money. Indeed, 
as small as the expenditure has been, it 
is safe to say that there is not an agri- 
cultural paper of any standing in the 
South and very few in the North and 
West that have not within the past year 
reproduced, with more or less comment, 
one or more of the articles inspired by 
this committee, several of them following 
them continuously and repeatedly, and 
one or two creating special departments 
for their discussion. 

Four of the official experiment stations, 
in as many separate Southern States, are 
now conducting special cottonseed meal 
feeding experiments along lines suggested 
by this committee and others are prepar- 
ing to do so. 

The recommendations as to the addition 
of cottonseed oil to the churning for the 
purpose of increasing and improving the 
butter is creating extensive comment in 
many and widely separated sections. 

The suggestions as to the feeding of 
young calves on cottonseed oil is being 
tested, and we have every reason to be- 
lieve will open up a new and extensive 
use of that marvelous product, and at no 
time in the history of the business has the 
varied and extended use of cottonseed 
products been so widely and intelligently 
discussed or elicited such favorable com- 
ment. 

And this your committee assert in no 
spirit of boasting or self-laudation, 
because it is due to no_ extraordi- 
nary excellence of theirs or their work, 
but arises only from the simple fact that 
the truths they had to tell the whole 
world interested in feeding and in live 
stock were ready and eager to hear. 
Ready and eager to hear because it was a 
matter immediately touching their finan- 
cial interests and concerning which they 
were and had long been seeking infor- 
mation. For manufacturing, as you do, 
the most valuable stock feed in the world 
and one of the most important articles of 
human food produced, you deal with the 
very foundation of everyday living to a 
more intimate extent than even you have 
probably imagined, 

It is by no means our intention to 
into the statistics involved, but disregard- 
ing entirely the question of human food 
as represented by our oil production, it 
may not be out of place to touch some- 
what upon the consumption of animal 
food in our country and your intimate re- 
lation to its oupply, as producers of one 
*of the principal articles necessary in 
bringing it into fitting condition for use. 

Estimating the population of the United 
States at seventy-five millions, the Amer- 
ican people are consuming annually, per 
capita, one hog, two-thirds of an average 
steer and one sheep. The consumption of 
this enormous eneeeny of animal food is 
the highest ever attained by any people 
on the earth, and it is the tremendous de- 
struction of animal life necessary to sup- 

ly the demand that makes the live stock 

nterests in its total valuation by far, in 
dollars and cents, the largest of any in- 
dustry in the country. According to the 
overnment statistics there were in the

15,617,678 domestic animals. 

These total valuations represent a sum 
of money inconceivable to the human 
mind, and being duplicated on the aver- 
age of every four years represent a de- 
struction of animal life and a consumption 
of animal food absolutely staggering in 
their magnitude, and are mentioned here 
only for the purpose of impressing you 
with the stupendous magnitude of the in- 
terests which, as manufacturers of what 
should be one of the principal factors in 
the preparation for market of this enor- 
mous number of animals, you are vitally 
and intimately interested. 

Speaking more directly as to this in- 
terest, remembering that the cottonseed 
meal which you manufacture is the very 
best feed on earth for any one of these 
animals, and speaking for Texas alone, 
it is interesting to note what relation the 
entire annual product of your mills would 
bear to the total annual feeding demands 
of these animals. Living in a State, as 
you do, where all climatic and soil con- 
ditions conspire to the most luxuriant 
production of many valuable feeding 
stuffs, it is by no means to be presumed 
that your industry would ever be called 
upon to sustain alone the whole of this 
animal life. But, on the other hand, it 
cannot be denied that even under these 
favorable conditions there are certain days 
in every year when all of these animals 
demand other feeds than those provided 
by the natural ranges, and tlrat of these 
feeds none are so good or so rich in nutri- 
tive value as that which you produce, 
Presuming, then, that a condition should 
arise when these domestic animals could 
be put on an average ration of cottonseed 
meal, and to calm any possible apprehen- 
sion that may be felt lest the cultivation 
of a home trade for our products might 
mean the over supply of the feeding ma- 
terial, let us see how far your products 
would go towards supplying the demand :— 

Estimating the maximum crush of Tex- 
as at about one million tons of seed—and 
it is doubtful if it ever has or ever will 
reach that figure—this would give us at 
the very outside limit a possible produc- 
tion of about four hundred thousand tons 
of cottonseed meal, and it is more than 
probabie that this is considerably in ex- 
cess of any past or future year’s produc- 
tion, and is certainly largely in excess of 
anything to be figured on in the season 
immediately ahead of us. On an average 
feeding ration you would be able to care 
for all of these domestic animals = thir- 
teen days. For the milch cows alone, just 
185 days, for the other cattle twenty days 
for the horses and mules two hundre 
and thirteen days, for the sheep and goats 
one hundred and ninety days, and for the 
hogs one hundred and ninety-eight days. 
Thus showing that under the most favor- 
able conditions of production your entire 
annual output, if turned into the channel 
which here at your very door stands open 
to receive_and needs but better education 
to demand it, would be able to fill but the 
smallest fraction of that demand. And 
remember, that these figures are not 
based on the entire feeding of these anj- 
mals on cottonseed meal alone, but in giv- 
ing them in connection with other less 
nitrogeneous foods only so much cotton- 
seed as would give them a properly -bal- 
anced ration for the, days_mentioned. 

Now, this much as to the market for 
one of your products that lies at your 
very door and which you are, strange to 
say, almost entirely neglecting, to send 
that product to foreign countries where 
it must reach the ultimate buyer bur- 
dened with all the carrying charges and 
dealers’ profits that make it a costly feed 
to him and yields a small price to you, 

But how about your other product— 
your oil? This is a subject so vast that 
it can in the limits of this report be bare- 
ly alluded to, but it may be said that the 
possibilities in it are even more startli 
than in those just hinted at in your meal, 
and the field for its consumption has been 
even vastly less cultivated. For even 
among you gentlemen who are devoting 
your lives to the manufacture of cotton- 
seed oil, how many of you are familiar 
with its excellencies in the many uses of 
your everyday existence? You know, or 
should know, that it is the best, the 
finest, the most cleanly and the most nu- 
tritious of all cooking fats, yet how many 
of you discard the questionable hog fat 
of your fathers and use it in your fam- 
ilies. And yet it is estimated in the South 
the ad capita consumption of cookin 
fat is the highest in the world an 
reaches, for all purposes, about one-fifth 
of a pound per day. This means for your 
Texas alone, with its present population 
of 3,048,710 people, an annual consumption 
of 222,555,830 pounds, or on the basis of the 
maximum crush ge figured, about six 
times your possible annual production of 
cottonseed oil. And -” this is only one 
of the many uses this superb product is 
most admirably fitted for. 

You have been told always that cotton- 
seed oil, being a non-dryer, was unsuited 
as a vehicle for paint and could not 
compete with linseed oil, which even 
to-day, at the lowest value in its 
history, sells for nearly two and a half 
times the value of your oil, and yet there 
is not, I am informed, a manufacturer of 
ready mixed paints in the country, and 
this is a business that is rapidly absorb- 
ing the entire painting business and driv- 
en the old-time painter out of existence, 
who is not directly or indirectly a buyer 
of cottonseed oil, and I have seen myself, 
since being here on this visit, a house 
painted entirely with crude cottonseed oil 
under my own immediate supervision, eight 
years ago, that dried well and compares 
ocr most favorably with any linseed 
oil job of one-half the age. 

You are told that cottonseed oil, for the 
same constituent reason that prohibits its 
use in painting and being rich in gums, 
is not a lubricant, and yet I have it on no 
less an authority than the personal as- 
surance of one of the leading directors in 
that compen, that the North German 
Lloyd Steamship Company buys annually 
about six thousand barrels of cottonseed 
oil, which, at their own plant at Bremer- 
haven and by their own process, they con- 
vert into a high class but economical 
lubricant. Do you presume that the great- 


est steamship line in the world, touching 
at all the ports where mineral and animal 
oils are the cheapest, and requiring a 
lubricant reliable under the severest con- 
ditions known to mechanics, is buying 
cottonseed oil for any other reason than 
that it is the best and most economical 
to be had? 

There is no one of you here that is not 
interested in the question of a cheap and 
entirely efficient roofing material, but how 
many of you know that the very best 
roofing pitch in the world, and the only 
one which personally I have been able to 
find that could be depended upon to stop 
a leak under the severe condition of our 
extensive and cheaply constructed sheds, 
is made from one of the waste products 
of the refining of cottonseed oil. 

And this is by no means all the little 
known but extensive uses to which this 
great product may be applied. Your com- 
mittee has proven beyond question and 
has devoted some effort and money in ad- 
vertising that a small quantity of cotton- 
seed oi] added to the milk at the time of 
churning not only increases the butter 

roduction from thirty to sixty per cent., 

ut actually lessens the time and labor of 
churning and improves in every way the 
quality of both the butter and butter milk, 
And do you realize the magnitude of the 
channel that this-opens for the disposal 
of your oil? We have just shown that 
there were in Texas alone, in the hands 
of Texas farmers, 821,991 milch cows; this 
would mean, upon a conservative esti- 
mate, a daily production in Texas of near- 
ly two million gallons of milk. Say that 
one-half of this is consumed as milk and 
that one-half, or one million gallons, finds 
its way into the family churns, and that 
one-half of these churnings were mada 
upon the process alluded to, and it is ut- 
terly bewildering to realize that this 
means an annual increase of the butter 
produced in Texas of about seventy-five 
million pounds, adds about fifteen million 
dollars to her annual material wealth, 
stops the importation of foreign butter, 
transforms her into a butter producing 
State and opens up a consumption for 
considerably over one-half your annual 
production of cottonseed oil. 

But how is this home trade to be 
reached? This was the problem that con- 
fronted your Bureau of Publicity on its 
creation and is still before them and you. 
Of course the first and natural answer to 
this question is that it is a mere matter 
of advertising, and the main means of ad- 
vertising are well known and open to all. 
And so they are to all who carry the 
golden key to which alone they respond. 
For advertising means money, and ad- 
vertising in anything like liberal propor- 
tions means money in large quantities, 
and this your committee, did not possess. 
Indeed, not only did they feel that the 
sum of money at their command was ex- 
tremely small in comparison with the 
task to be done and the field to be cov- 
ered, but they were restrained by the fur- 
ther conviction that the very novelty of 
the undertaking in itself and the reluc- 
tance with which the association had un- 
dertaken it, both demanded extreme con- 
servatism in action and extra caution in 
expenditure on their part, and this feel- 
ing has been constantly before them and 
has controlled their every action. It was 
this very feeling that impelled them to 
turn from the well known or ordinary 
channels of newspaper advertising and 
seek some path more directly leading to 
results at a lessened cost. And it was in 
this spirit that we went to the leading 
Texas agricultural paper, the Farm and 
Ranch, published at Dallas, and told them 
what we desired*to accomplish, and it is 
no more than an act of simple justice to 
make the acknowledgment here and to 
make it in no equivocal way, that it is to 
the full and ready co-operation of that 
paper and to its big-hearted and public- 
spirited proprietor, Col. Frank P. Holland, 
and its able, eloquent and far-seeing edi- 
tor, Prof. J. P. Connell, that any measure 
of success which we have attained is due. 
Going into the office, entire strangers, 
with frightful forebodings of card rates 
for advertising, keen appreciation of the 
well-known prejudices of the agricultural 
press against the oil mill or anything the 
oil mill advocated, and many qualms as 
to the paucity of the dollars at our com- 
mand, it was a relief that brought on 
danger of heart failure to be promptly 
and heartily told by Col. Holland the mo- 
ment our prepostiion was stated, “Why, 
we are with you heart and soul. We know 
the value of your products to the people 
of Texas and you want to teach them the 
very things they should know and that 
we want them to know, and without con- 
sideration of your money our columns 
and our efforts are open to help you to do 
it.” And it has been in just this spirit 
and no other that your committee has 
worked with and through the Farm and 
Ranch in the greater portion of all that 
it has done. A spirit which, in its hearty 
and cordial enthusiasm for our cause, has 
never slackened or abated, but which has 
stood ready and anxious to help us in 
every way that the utmost liberality 
could offer and in many ways that no 
amount of money could have bought for 
any, cause less worthy than ours. And it 
was in this spirit and in the belief that 
the farmer and feeder would have more 
confidence in what their brother farmer 
and feeder told them as to actual experi- 
ences had that a department of the paper 
was created especially devoted to our 
products, and in which, in every issue 
since that time, articles have appeared 
that have given these products more fa- 
vorable publicity than could have been 
purchased for them at a hundred times 
the cost of their creation in the hands of 
the most astute advertising manager in 
the country. It was in this spirit that an 
arrangement was made for supplying the 
paper to the mills and securing their dis- 
tribution through them, that had it been 
carried out -would have, we still believe, 
many times increased our success and 
brought you in direct return dollars for 
every cent expended, but which was met 
with a strange and cold indifference on 
the part of the mills, that has done much 
to dishearten and discourage your com- 
mittee and in a measure to defeat the ob- 
ject they have sought to reach. Indeed, 
your committee feels constrained to say 
that the same spirit of absolute indiffer- 
ence, if not of positive disapproval, on 
the part of the large majority of the mills 
has met them in every part of their work 
to such an extent that they are compelled 
to admit that to them and not to the 
general public, who have displayed a real

interest and enthusiasm in our work that 
has been most encouraging, do they feel 
that our educational efforts need most to 
be directed. 

This subject is a wide one and full of 
vital interest and cannot be more alluded 
to here, but this much your committee 
feels constrained to say and to warn you 
in most solemn terms that without your 
greater co-operation and assistance no ef- 
fort of theirs can be crowned even with 
moderate success, and behind and _ be- 
neath this lies the further question of 
your money support. Your committee feels 
much pride in the work they have accom- 
plished in your behalf, and have accom- 
plished almost entirely without the sup- 
port they feel you should have given 
them, but they are fully conscious that 
in what has been done they have barely 
begun the foundation of the great work 
yet ahead of them, which can only be un- 
dertaken by your assistance and support, 
and which if neglected now will cause the 
entire waste of all that has been done. 
The field is before you. It is rich with 
the fruit that is ready for the plucking. 
The gates have been opened for you and 
the reward is great. It remains with you 
to enter and receive it or the continuance 
in your indifference and turn your back 
upon it. 

Further than your co-operation, and no 
less important, is the ever present ques- 
tion of money. The report made you here 
shows how pitifully small have ‘been the 
expenditures made. If in your opinion 
the result has been such as to warrant 
it, this expenditure should be increased, 
and largely increased. It is our earnest 
opinion that instead of one-tenth of one 
cent per ton on the seed crushed as has 
been made this year, an expenditure of 
ten cents per ton or even more could be 
profitably and judiciously made, but this 
is hardly to be expected and is not urged. 
But that the dues to the crude mills 
should be doubled and those to the refin- 
ers even more largely increased, we do 
believe, and this we hope you will in your 
wisdom find it expedient to do. 

Craving your indulgence for the length 
of this report and pleading in extenuation 
for it the supreme importance to your 
business and the vital interest to you of 
all of the subjects discussed, we leave the 
determination of the questions raised in 
your hands and ask the discharge of the 
committee. 


Following Col. Allison’s report and 
concluding impromptu remarks a gen- 
eral discussion of the publicity bureau 
ensued. It was the consensus of opin- 
ion of the meeting that the bureau oc- 
cupies a proper place in the big field 
it covers. 





During the afternoon session Mr. J 
C. Hamilton, of Baton Rouge, La.. 
president of the Interstate Cotton 


Crushers’ Association, responded to an 
invitation from the convention, and de 
livered an address which was frequent 
ly applauded, and at the conclusion 
of which a vote of thanks was tendered 
the speaker. The major portion of the 
address was as follows:— 


Address of J. C,. Hamilton, 


Mr. President and Members of the Texas 
Cottonseed Crushers’ Association:—It is a 
privilege and an honor to be with you 
figain at your annual meeting, and it gives 
me pleasure to renew the acquaintances 
made in Fort Worth last summer. But 
when invited to deliver an address, I feel 
the responsibility of my position as presi- 
ent of the Interstate Cotton Seed Crush- 
ers’ Association and should like to feel I 
could say something to arouse interest in 
the importance of all the mills being 
members, not only of the State associa- 
tion, but also of the interstate association, 
As some of you may known, I was sum- 
moned home to Baton Rouge from New 
Orleans after the banquet on the first day 
of that meeting with the news by tele- 
phone that our entire plant had just been 
destroyed by fire—a total loss. The news 
was true, and so I had to return imme- 
diately, missing the remainder of that 
most instructive and enjoyable meeting. 

However, they honored me by electing 
me to the presidency, thanks to some of 
my honored and valued Texas friends, 
and I was glad to come to this meeting. 
With insurance schedule to make up, ad- 
justers, the regular annual meeting of our 
company, at which a liquidation was de- 
cided on, the organization of a new com- 
pany, plans, specifications and hungry 
machinery men to occupy my time, I have 
not been lonesome, and when trying to 
concentrate my thoughts on what to aay 
to you [I am reminded of a story whic 
fills my case somewhat. At a colored 
country church a town preacher of some 
local renown had been invited to preach 
on some special occasion, and after the 
sermon one of the older members of the 
church was asked how he liked the 
preacher and the sermon. He replied it 
was a pretty fair sermon. ‘What was the 
text, Uncle Henry?” ‘‘Well, I disremem- 
ber what the text was, but I knew when 
he give it out he had took in more than 
he could tend.”’ 

This is an age of associations, conven- 
tions, and an effort on the part of the 
thinking men how best to get at maxi- 
mum results and have some pleasure and 
profit from a very strenuous business, 
which somehow is too speculative, as now 
handled, to be safe. 

This can and should be corrected. Not 
many years ago we looked on competitors 
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who differed with and bothered us in the 

carrying out of our plans as very bad 
men, and some we disliked though per- 
haps hardly knew them. Meeting them at 
the State associations, we have learned 

to like and admire them for the qualities 
which made their influence felt. 

The time has come when all petty jeal- 
ousies and selfishness should be put aside, 
and we should as one man rally to the 
support of the brainy, earnest thinkers 
who have at heart the highest develop- 
ment of our business and beloved South- 
land. In no line of business is there more 
talent than in ours, and I say it in all sin- 
cerity, Texas yields the palm to no other 
section in her full proportion of able men 
in the manufacturing of cottonseed prod- 
ucts. 

Thorough organization in any business 
is the foundation, and then energy, hustle 
and inteligent, concentrated effort are 
necessary to success. We should adver- 
tise more and all the time. It will not do 
to simply tell people what we have: we 
must repeat it over and over, hammer it 
into them like the multiplication table to 
a boy. Educate them and then make 
them do what is best for them and us, 
increase the consumption at home of our 
products, the best for all animals, man 
perhaps included. 

The most successful men and business 
enterprises are those which advertise 
mest, not spasmodically, but regularly, a}! 
the time in increasing quantity. 

Our best markets are at home, but our 
people know nothing of the values of the 
products, nor do we fully know ourselves, 
for it is only since my visit to Fort 
Worth last summer that I began to appre- 
ciate the value of what cauld be done at 
home in elucating ourselves and our im- 
mediate territory. 

But we have not the means and few of 
us have the talent to do this to the best 
advantage, because it requires money, lots 
of it, and ability in that line to most im- 
press upon others what you believe. The 
way to do this best and cheapest is to get 
all of the mills into one big interstate as- 
sociation, where each contributes a small 
amount, and that total be used by the 
men best fitted to get full value for the 
money in developing new uses and mar- 
kets for our products, 

How much stronger will our requests to 
the Bureaus of Agriculture and of Com- 
merce and Manufactures be if our organi- 
zation includes all of the mills, refineries 
and alied industries in the whole South, 
With such a strong organization our rep- 
resentatives in State and National assem- 
blies will vie with each other to assist us 
and do our bidding, specialists will be of- 
fered and funds appropriated to follow 
any lines of experiment or the gatherin 
of any statistics we may desire. We al 
need more than our State associations, be- 
cause you want finally to arouse and jn- 
terest all of the States to help aid in what 
it will take you so much longer to accom- 
plish alone. We want to see results in our 
day and not leave it to some future gen- 
eration to follow merely our suggestions 

Heretofore we have had no Federal aid, 
or recognition even. In union and num- 
bers is strength. The total cost to each 
is less than any dry goods store pays its 
lecal papers for advertisements during 
the year, and yet perhaps we look on that 
dry goods store as a little “two by four” 
business in comparison with ours. Every 
rill ought to be a member of the State 
and interstate associations. Your State 
associations to handle and control all local 
and other questions you can and the in- 
terstate to help you when the proposition 
is too large 

In this way the rules and regulations 
would be identical when practical and the 
State organizations would be as live com- 
mittees of the interstate association with- 
out losing any of its individual dignity or 
effect. We need numbers for our arbitra- 
tions and bureaus to have the desired 
weight. and our resolutions should _com- 
mand the attention, respect and obedience 
of our political representatives in all of 
the States. We can do it, and I shall be 
nroud as the president to feel I had con- 
tributed toward that success. 

Prof. Connell yesterday called your at- 
tention to the fact that our industry 1s 
hardly mentioned in the annual report of 
the Department of Agriculture for 1904. I 
have here correspondence with Mr. E. 
Ashcroft, chairman of a committee ap- 
nointed by the American Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ Association, suggesting to us the 
advisability of our appointing a committee 
representing our industry to join theirs in 
endeavoring to secure aid and information 
through the sources of the Federal Goy- 
ernment. 

Everybody and every organization ap- 
vreciates more fully than de we, the cot- 
tonseed crushers. the importance of a 
large organized body to secure official 
recognition from every source. A mill is 
standing in its own light not to join the 
association and help build up the industry. 
for each will be directly interested and 
can gain immediate personal benefit in 
proportion as it tries to heln itself through 
and by the efficient help of the organiza- 
tion 

We shall send blank applications for 
membership in the interstate association 
to different members and ask that they 
secure for it one or more signatures. 
which applications should be forwarded 
when signed to the secretary, Major Rob- 
ert Gibson. ‘ 

Your Texas association is strongly rep- 
resented in the interstate. and none are 
better workers than the Texas members. 
A year from now Mr. Bailey will be its 
president. and you should all be in with 
him to aid and encourage him. Nobody 
can beat him, but he needs you now and 
then to get all that should come to us, 
Don't hang back waiting on some one else 
to start. Do your duty because it is right. 
If it benefits some one unworthy or who 
is unwilling to contribute anything of time 
or money to a success in which he may 
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share, dismiss the thought. 
worthy to be entertained. , 

Further, you should not fail to organize 
the mutual insurance company as outlined 
by Mr. Jalonic. I most heartily approve 
and favor it and shall myself do all I can 
to contribute to its success. I am willing 
for Texas to lead the Interstate Associa- 
tion if it will. We want results, real, 
tangible, no matter who suggests or takes 
the initiative. I will follow and adopt any 
goose lead or idea and be thankful for 
them. 


After Mr. Hamilton’s address, general 
business was taken up and a discussion 
of the proposed changes in the rules 
concluded the day’s session. The gar- 
den party, dance and _ refreshments 
which had been arranged for the enter- 
tainment of the crushers was forced to 
be abandoned on account of rain.

THURSDAY’S SESSION. 


The final day’s session opened with 
a report of committees. The Executive 
Committee’s report upon the subject 
of weigher and inspector was the first 
one received. After much discussion 
the matter was left to the Executive 
Committee. 

The Committee on Rules followed 
with a recommendation of some 
changes in the rules, which were adopt- 
ed. They were not considered of great 
importance. 

Prof. John A. Craig of the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College, addressed the 
meeting on the subject of “The New 
Pure Feed Law.”’ He had no prepared 
address, and his talk was of an in- 
formal nature, which soon assumed a 
general discussion. He asked the mem- 
bers questions and the members asked 
him questions, 

Tags, tests and analyses were the 
subject of the discussion. During the 
general remarks Mr. J. C. Hamilton, of 
Baton Rouge, La., president of the In- 
terstate Association, explained the 
operation of the Louisiana law, which 
is patterned much along the same lines 
as the new law in Texas. 

So well pleased were the mill men 
with Prof. Craig’s remarks that a vote 
of thanks was tendered him by accla- 
mation. 

Under the subject of general business 
at the afternoon sesison the first mat- 
ter taken up was a motion that the ad- 
dress of Prof. Connell be incorporated 
in the proceedings of the meeting and 
that the bureau of publicity make such 
use of it as they deem proper. This 
motion, after some remarks, was car- 
ried. While on this subject, Col. Jo W. 
Allison, chairman of the Publicity 
Bureau, stated that in a conversation 
with Dr. S. A. Knapp, United States 
agricultural expert, Dr. Knapp said 
Prof. Connell was mistaken in his state- 
ment that the United States Govern- 
ment was not giving any attention to 
the subject of cottonseed products. 
Col. Allison said he quoted Dr. Knapp 
merely so that the convention might 
consider what he said in connection 
with their consideration of the motion. 
He made no recommendation one way 
or the other. 

Mr. M. L. Womack, of Caldwell, in a 
short talk, the substance of which was 
the importance of uniform analysis, 
moved that the office of official chemist 
be recreated and that Prof. P. S. Tilson, 
of Houston, be indorsed as official 
chemist. He explained that the adop- 
tion of his motion did not bind the 
members of the association to the em- 
ployment of Prof. Tilson as their chem- 
ist, but he thought a more uniform 
grading of products could be had if one 
man were recognized by the association 
as official chemist. 

Mr. Womack accepted an amendment 
to his motion, which amendment was 
adopted and which created the office. 
The election of official chemist was 
passed to the regular election of of- 
ficers. 

Mr. Carl Eichenberg called the atten- 
tion of the association to what he 
termed the fact that the insurance 
laws of the State are detrimental to the 
cottonseed products industry, as a re- 
sult of which he claimed higher rates 
are in vogue than should exist. He 
stated further that there was discrimin- 
ation in the matter of rates to different 
individuals practiced by at least one 
big railroad entering Galveston; He 
said he could name it, but preferred not 
to. He urged the bureau of publicity to 
keep posted on the matter of supply 
and demand of cottonseed products and 
suggested that they get cable reports 
once or twice a week on the subject so 
that manipulation of the markets, 
which he charged had been done, may 
be avoided. He stated that speculation 
in cottonseed oil and cake has been 
wilder this season than ever before. 

Mr. R. L. Heflin moved that a com- 
mittee be appointed to draft suitable 
resolutions upon the death of a mem- 
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ber, Mr. J. F. Grogan, of Houston. The 
resolution was adopted and Mr. Heflin 
and Col. Allison were appointed on the 
committee. 


Election of Officers. 


Preliminary to the election of officers, 
Mr. F. H. Bailey, of Paris, moved that 
the salary Of the secretary of the asso- 
ciation for the ensuing year be the same 
as it was for the past year. Carried. 

The following officers were then 
unanimously elected :— 

President—R. L. Hamilton, Corsicana, 

Vice-President — John W. O'Neil, 
Clarksville. 

Secretary—Robert Gibson, Dallas. 

Treasurer—J. N. Miller, Rogee. 

Official Chemist—P. S. Tilson, Hous- 
ton. 

The five members of the Executive 
Board, of which the president of the as- 
sociation is ex-officio chairman, were 
elected as follows: H. M. Munger, of 
Mexia; M. L. Womack, of Caldwell; C. 
J. Von Rosenberg, of La Grange; Y. O. 
McAdams, of Greenville, and J. H. 
Gibson, of Calvert. 

Resolutions thanking the Entertain- 
ment Committee, the Galveston Busi- 
ness League, the press und the citizen- 
ship of Galveston for courtesies and 
entertainments extended and provided 
were passed with applause, A resolu- 
tion of regret at President Copper’s ab- 
sence, enforced through illness, was 
adopted, a copy was directed to be sent 
to him. 

The selection of place of next meeting 
was, as usual left to the Executive Com- 
mittee. Mr. N. T. Blackwell, however, 
addressed the meeting, stating that 
while he recognized the custom of se- 
lection by the Executive Committee, 
still he wanted to tell the members and 
the Executive Committee, too, that Dal- 
las wanted the next meeting. He said 
he spoke to the Mayor of the city and 
others. 


After the adjournment of the con- 


vention, the newly elected Executive 
Committee held a _ brief session, at 


which the bureau of publicity which 
served for the last year was reappoint- 
ed. The members of this bureau are, 
Jo W. Allison, of Ennis, chairman; F. 
H. Bailey, of Paris, and F. C. Callier, 
of Dallas. 

Probably one of the most important 
results of the session of millmen was 
the organization of a mutual insurance 
company, which was done after the 
close of the convention, This insurance 
proposition formed a great part of the 
conversation of the delegates during 
the convention and has been the sub- 
ject of considerable discussion in many 
phases during the meeting. Interviews 
with severa) of the members, even dur- 
ing the first day, indicated the senti- 
ment of the majority of them to he to- 
ward the formation of a mutual insur- 
ance company. 

The members most interested re- 
mained in the hall when the convention 
adjourned. They organized the meeting 
by electing Mr. C. J. Con Rosenberg, of 
La Grange, to the chair and Mr. I. 
Jalonick as secretary. The proposition 
had been so thoroughly discussed 
among the members and was so well 
understood by them that it did not take 
long for an organization to be perfected 
along the lines presented by Mr. Jal- 
onick. It will be reciprocal insurance 
that will be issued. The Executive Com- 
mittee for the company which was se- 
lected, according to Mr. Jalonick, is 
composed of Jo W. Allison, F. H. Bailey 
and J. N. Miller. 

In discussing the matter, Mr, Jalon- 
ick said: “A large percentage of the 
millmen present have entered the com- 
pany by signing contracts and doing 
the other things necessary to become 
members. The original signers are 
nearly all Texas men with some few 
from Louisiana. The organization is 
intended to be extended all over the 
South. There are approximately 700 oil 
mills in the territory the company ex- 
pects to cover. The company will start 
with about 100 members and I am con- 
fident that it will not be long before it 
will include practically all the mills in 
the South. The lumbermen of Texas 
and the flour millers have mutual in- 
surance associations, and it is consider- 
ably, though not entirely, along the 
lines of those organizations that the 
Cottonseed Crushers’ Mutual Insurance 
Company will operate.” 

When asked if there was any partic- 
ular objection to the insurance fur- 
nished by the old line companies, which 
was the cause of the formation of the 
mutual company, Mr. Jalonick said: 
“The old line companies make a profit 
on their insurance of the oilmen’s mills 
and the crushers see noe reason why 
they should not save that profit. By 
proper management a mutual company 
can be of much benefit to its members. 
oe is what the new company proposes 
o do.”

Saturday Noon, July 1, 1905. 


The market has the appearance of 
the aproaching holidays and the usual 
summer dullness. There is, however, 
rather more inquiry for some of the 
heavy chemicals, especially alkali and 
caustic soda for late July and forward 
delivery. Sal soda is more or less ir- 
regular owing to sharp competition 
among the domestic makers. Foreign 
remains steady at the recent advance. 
Blue vitriol and arsenic are both firmer 
under more demand from the Paris 
green makers. Brimstone is easier for 
both domestic and foreign. Cream ot 
tartar and tartaric acid are both firnt- 
er though not quotably higher. Sal am- 
moniac, powdered, is rather scarce, but 
other grades are in fair stock, with 
prices steady. Sugar of lead is in good 
request, both for prompt and forward. 
The other light chemicals and acids 
are all meeting with the usual season- 
able demand, with few changes to note, 
as detailed below. Late mail advices 
from Liverpool say:— 

Beyond deliveries on forward contracts there 
is not much animation to report as regards the 
export demand for heavy chemicals. Soda ash 
is moving off steadily at the usual range as 
to destination, and for tierces nearest values 
may be called about as follows:—Leblanc ash, 
48 per cent., £5@£5 10s.; 58 per cent., £5 10s.@ 
£5; ammonia ash, 48 per cent., £4 5s.@£4 10s.; 
58 per cent., £4 10s.@f4 15s. net cash. Bags, 5s. 
per ton under price for tierces. Soda crystals 
in fairly good request at generally £3 7s. 6d. 
per ton, less § per cent, for barrels, or 7s. less 
for bags, with special terms for a few favored 
markets. Caustic soda in moderate demand, 
while high strength continues in limited supply. 
Quotations are without change as follows:—G0 
per cent., £8 15s.; 70 per cent., £9 15s.; 74 per 
cent., £10 5s.; 76 per cent., £10 10s, per ton 
net cash. Special quotations for export to the 
Continent and a few other export quarters. 
Bleaching powder is auiet, and for hardwood 
quotations nominally range from about £4 10s.@ 
£4 15s. per ton net cash, as to quantity and 
market. Chlorate of potash is sparingly offered 
at from 3 1-16@3 3-16d. per lb. net cash, as to 
quantity and market, Bicarbonate of soda re- 
ceives a fair amount of attention from buyers, 
and selling is at £6 15s. per ton, less 2% per 
cent., for hte finest quality in one cwt. kegs, 
with special allowances for larger packages; 
also special terms for a few favored markets 
Sulphate of ammonia is a shade easier at {£12 
lis, 6d.@£13 per ton, less 2% per cent. for good 
Biay 24-25 per cent., in double bags, f. o. b. 
here, Nitrate of soda is less active on spot, 
but quotations are nominally unchanged at £lu 
lis. 6d. per ton for ordinary, up to £11 2s. 6d. 
per ton for refined, for double bags, f. o. b. 
here, less 2% per cent. 


Heavy Chemicals, 


ALKALI.—Deliveries upon existing 
contracts with the glassmakers are be- 
ing suspended as usual during the 
summer shut down. Outside of this 
industry there is a good demand both 
for prompt and forward, but more 
especially for the latter, with further 
sales reported of domestic high test for 
delivery over next fire on the basis of 
-75e, for light in bulk, .80c. for bags, 
and dense at .80c, for bulk and .85c. for 
bags, with ordinary 48 per cent. at 
-874%ec., f. 0, b. works, as to quantity 
and terms of sale. The usual jobbing 
demand is reported in the local market 
at .85@.90c., as to test, quantity and 
seller, 

BICARB SODA.—Trade as usual dur- 
ing the holidays is quiet, there is, how- 
ever, more inquiry for late July for- 
ward, with additional sales reported on 
the basis of 1.30c. for bulk, 1.50c. for 
kegs, f. o. b., or delivered in this sec- 
tion at 1.50c. for bulk and 1.70c. for 
kegs, less the usual discount terms, 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Recent ar- 
rivals have supplied the pressing wants 
of consumers for the moment. Second 
hands are selling in a jobbing way at 
1.25c. up to 1.40c., as to make and quan- 
_ tity, but the bulk of the business has 
been for August delivery forward on 
the basis of 1.25c. and upward, as to 
quantity for either domestic or foreign, 
as to quantity, terms of sale, seaboard 
delivery. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Deliveries to the 
large consumers upon existing con- 
tracts are being suspended for the mo- 
ment, or until the usual semi-annual 
stock taking is over. There is more 
inquiry for late July forward, with ad- 
ditional sales of domestic high test on 
the basis of 1.75@1.85c. and 10c. higher 
for 60 per cent., f. o. b. works, as to 
quantity and terms of sale. No change 


in powdered, which is in fair request, 
with prices nominal at 2%4@3c., as to 
make, test, quantity and terms of sale. 
SALT CAKE.—Trade is about over 
for this fire and deliveries are becom- 
ing slack. There is more inquiry 
for forward and further sales have 
been booked for next fire on the basis 
of 65c. for car lots in bulk, delivered 
as to quantity and terms of gale. 
SAL SODA.—Domestic makers are 


all busy since the advent of hot weath- 


er, rushing forward their deliveries 
upon existing contracts. New business 
for the moment is light and prices are 
nominal at .60c. f. o. b. works, or .70c. 
delivered in this section, less the usual 
discount terms. Competition is sharp 
and concessions in prices are made now 
and then. More demand for concen- 
trated for prompt and forward on the 
basis of 1.40c. and up, as to quantity 
and terms of sale. Foreign is in better 
request, with sales reported for July 
delivery at .85c, 

MONOHYDRATE CRYSTALS, 
Makers are busy rushing forward de- 
liveries upon outstanding contracts. 
Further sales for forward are reported 
on the basis of 1c. up to 1%c., f. o. b. 
works, as to grade, quantity and terms 
of sale. 


Acids, 


ACETIC.—Outside of deliveries upon 
existing contracts and these are rather 
slow at the moment, new business is 
unimportant. Values remain steady at 
2.60c. and upward, as to strength, quan- 
tity and terms of sale. 

NITRIC.—The market is firmer in all 


positions in sympathy with the raw 
materials. Deliveries continue, of 
the usual proportion. Prices are held 


steady on the basis of 5%c. and up, 
as to strength, quantity and terms of 
sale, 

AQUA AMMONIA,.—No change in the 
situation, trade as usual during the 
summer is quiet and prices are held 
steady on the basis of 4%c. for car lots 
in drums, and ic. for less quantity and 
4c. higher for carboys on the basis of 
26 degrees, as to quantity and terms 
of sale. 

MURIATIC.—Deliveries the past 
month have not as a whole been equal 
to the previous month. Prices, how- 
ever, remain on the basis of 1l%c. and 
up as to strength, quantity and terms 
of sale. 

OXALIC.—The usual jobbing demand 
prevails for spot and nearby arrivals 
on the basis of 5c. and up, as to quan- 
tity, make and terms of sale. 

TARTARIC.—As the warm weather 
comes along the demand increases, 
which adds more strength to the mar- 
ket. Prices for the present are firm 
with limited offerings on the basis of 
29c. for crystals and 29%c. and up for 
powdered, as to quantity and terms of 
sale. 

SULPHURIC.—Trade as a whole the 
past month was not up to the previous 
one. Deliveries, however, since the 
warm weather came along, have in- 
creased, especially with the soda water 
makers, Values are fairly steady on 
the basis of 1.30c. and up for 66 degrees, 
as to quantity, but for round lots a 
shade less is named, according to 
buyer.

ACETATE OF LIME.—There is no 
change in the situation which remains 
a steady one, as stocks are now suf- 
ficient to meet the wants of the export 
as well as the home trade, Additional 
sales are reported on the basis of 2.35@

brown, as to quantity and terms of 
sale, 


ALUM.—Deliveries for the present 
have been suspended until the holidays 
are over. There is more demand for 
late July forward, with further sales 
reported on the basis of 1.75@1.85c. 
for lump and 1.80@1.85c. for ground, as 
to quantity and terms of sale. 

ARGOLS.—Only a small jobbing de- 
mand to meet current wants is reported 
at 4c. for red and 4c. and up for pow- 
dered, as to quantity and seller, but 
for round lots less would be accepted.

Saturday Noon, July 1, 1905. 

Seasonable dullness pervades. the 
market for all kinds of fertilizer mater- 
ials and business during the week as is 
usual at this time of the year, has 
been very slow, due in part to the near 
approach of the holidays and general 
vacation period. In absence of buy- 
ing, stocks in the hands of packers are 
accumulating and now represent a 
fairly large volume. Packers in most 
instances are making preparations to 
meet the fail demand which it is ex- 
pected will be good. Additional large 
contracts sales in pyrites at full prices 
have been made, and the shipment of 
Spanish ore on contracts continue on a 
large scale. After September 1, it is 
expected that large contracts for Span- 
ish pyrites covering requirements from 
two to three years hence will be made. 
Aside from cutting prices by a |/ocal 
firm which has unsettled the market a 
trifle, the undertone holds about 
steady. 

Ammoniates, 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 
market here presents a quiet and un 
interesting appearance and throughout 
the week no sales of importance could 
be traced. Cable advices from Eu- 
rope rote firm markets and absence of 
selling pressure, as a result of fair in- 
quiries. Quotations remain steady in 
tone, and spot and nearby parcels of 
foreign are held at $3.10@3.12%, and fu- 
tures are quoted at $3.12%@3.17% per 100 
Ibs. Domestic on the spot and for 
prompt shipment is held at $3.0744@3.10, 
and futures at $3.10@3.12 per 100 Ibs. 

FISH SCRAP.—The menhaden fishing 
in the North and in the South has not 
improved and the catches continue to 
be light, the fishermen being more or 
less discouraged. No contracts for 
scrap have been placed, due to dealers 
being indifferent to make sales, they 
pending further developments as to the 
outlook for fishing which is unfavor- 
able. Quotations remain firm and nom- 
inal, holders naming for parcels of 
dried $2.40 and 10c. for 10 per cent. am- 
monia and 14 per cent. bone phosphate, 
per unit, and acidulated wet at $2.20 
and 35c. for 6 per cent. of ammonia per 
unit, f. 0. b. fish works. Imported fish 
guano is steady, and sellers are quot- 
ing $2.65 and 10c. for dried, 10 to 11 per 
cent. ammonia and 15 to 17 per cent. 
bone phosphate per unit, c. i. f., New 
York, Baltimore or Philadelphia. 

TANKAGE.—Business during week 
has been practically at a_ standstill, 
due in part to the near approach of 
the holiday and the usual summer quiet 
which pervades the market at this time 
of the year. Only small lots for prompt 
shipment to the South at full prices are 
being effected. Packers, however, con- 
tinue to quote $2.20@2.25 on parcels of 
high grade concentrated tankage, 15-16 
per cent., $2.15@2.20 and 10c. for 10-11 
per cent., and 10-15 per cent., $2@2.05 
and 10c., for 9 and 20 per cent., and 
$16@17 for 7 and 30 per cent. per ton, 
all according to the time of delivery 
and terms of sale, 

GARBAGE TANKAGE.—In the ab- 
sence of offerings and no further con- 
tract sales of importance, trade in this 
department has been dull throughout 
the week. Prices remain quotably un- 
changed at $8@9 per ton, according to 
quantity, quality and point of ship- 
ment. 

DRIED BLOOD.—A quiet and un- 
eventful market has been experienced 
threughout the week. Only small par- 
cels for prompt shipment to the South 
are being made, and aside from this 
the usual summer dullness is evident. 
Packers remain firm and are quoting 
parcels 12@13 per cent. ammonia at 
$2.60@2.65 per unit f. o. b. New York, 
and high grade at $2.35@2.40 per unit 
f. o. b. Chicago, according to delivery 
and terms of sale. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The market 
has undergone no changes of impor- 
tance and prices for parcels in all posi- 
tions remain steady to firm. The 
available spot supply is nearly depleted 
and few carloads are obtainable at 
$2.50 per 100 lbs. The Queen Olgo is 
due here July 4, and parcels by this 
vessel are being offered at $2.25. The 
next vessel to arrive here is due about 
July 26, and parcels by her have been 
offered $2.20. Parcels for arrival dur- 
ing August to December are quoted at 
$2.17; during the year 1906 at $2.05, and 
the entire twelve months of 1907 at 
$1.97@2. All the above prices are based 
on 95 grade, while 96 grade is heid 
at 5c. per 100 lbs higher. It is inti- 
mated that it is more than probable 
that the combination of producers on 
the West Coast, which terminates on 
April 1, will be received for a further 
term of years, which belief has 
strengthened the market. Parcels on 
the spot are firmer and slightly higher, 
and 95 grade is quoted at $2.50, and 
futures are quoted at $2.25@2.17 per 100 
ibs. For 96 grade 5c. per 100 lbs. higher 
is asked. The steamer Tropic with a 
full cargo, is lost at sea. 

PYRITES.—During the past two 
weeks sales of non-arsenical Spanish 
ores embraced contracts for 12,000 tons 
and upward for delivery during 1906 
at about the quoted prices. There are 
about forty steamers at Huelva, Spain, 
and due to arrive there which in all will 
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load about 140,000 tons of ore. Owing 
to the influx of steamers at the latter 
point tue ioading uf ores is veing de- 
1ayed to a great extent. Snipments 
trom Huelva for the week have been 
heavy. krom now on buying of vres 
of tne demand will not set in until 
early In September, wnen it is expect- 
ed large contracts for supplies cuover- 
ing requirements for two and three 
years hence will be made. We learn 
inat certain local firms have made 
contract sales of Spanish ores at cut 
prices, which lett a narrow margin or 
pront and served to influence an easier 
tendency to the market. (Quotations

Ke- 
cent reports were to the etfect that the 
supply Of phospnate was approacning 
eAuuustion at tne avove point, Dul ex- 
perts differ, they claiming that the new 
deposits wnich have been discovered 
and mined in sections, were dredged 
many years ago, depleting the supply. 
The rock mined in Florida and Tennes- 
see is mined on land. Although chemical 
tests show better results for land rock 
than that obtained from beds of navi- 
gable streams, the percentage of phos- 
phate in the former is about two per 
cent. more per ton than the percentage 
obtained from river rock.

Japanese Trade in Chemicals, 
Drugs, Ete, 


Washington, June 30, 1905. 


The Department of Commerce and La- 
bor is in receipt of the annual returns 
of the foreign trade of the Empire of 
Japan as prepared by the Japanese De- 
partment of Finance, showing the export 
trade of the empire for the calendar year 
1904, Unusual interest attaches to these 
figures as they reflect the influence of the 
Russo-Japanese war on a very important 
trade, especially in camphor, camphor oil, 
menthol crystals, sulphur, vegetable wax, 
tooth brushes, ete. The effect of the 
war has been much less pronounced than 
might have been expected in view of the 
fact that the government has made heavy 
drafts upon the laboring population for 
both army and navy. The principal de- 
creases are noted in the shipments of 
camphor and camphor oil. There was a 
slight decline in the exports of vegetable 
wax, but a large increase in those of 
menthol crystal and a small increase in 
the shipment of sulphur and_ tooth 
brushes,

The exports of menthol crystal in 1904 show 
an astonishing increase over those of any 
previous year in recent times. In 1902 these 
shipments amounted to only 54,332 kin, valued 
at $231,859, but in 1903 they rose to 76,851 kin, 
valued at $402,201, an increase of nearly 50 per 
cent. In 1904, however, the aggregate of 1903 
was nearly doubled, the total exports amount- 
ing to 144.148 kin, valued at $545,871. The 
Writed States was the best customer for men- 
thol crystal, Great Britain, Germany and 
Hong Kong following in the order named. 

The war has evidently had no effect upon the 
operation of the sulphur mines, as the output 
during 1904 shows a small increase over 190%, 
both in quantity and value. The production 
tn 1904 aggregated 42,633,161 kin, valued at 
$475,154, as compared with 42,547,221 kin, 
valued at $478,612 in 1903. The exports of 
menthol crystal and sulphur by countries of

While there was a slight falling off in the 
exports »f vegetable wax, the decline was s0 
small as to be unworthy of notice, especially 
as it was accompanied by a substantial in- 
crease in value, making the entire shipments 
werth about 4 per cent. more than during the 
previous year.

Duty on Extract of Nutgalls. 


Washington, June 30, 1905. 


The Treasury Department has deter- 
mined to test in the highest courts an 
important issue which has just been de- 
cided adversely to the government by the 
United States Circuit Court for the Dis- 
trict of Massachusetts in a case involving 
the dutiable classification of extract of 
nutgalls. The question in brief is whether 
certain classes of drugs, more or less ad- 
vanced in value by grinding, refining, etc., 
but without the addition of any other sub- 
stance, are dutiable under paragraph 20 
of the Dingley act at one-fourth cent per 
pound and 10 per cent. ad valorem, or 
should be classified as a new product in 
accordance with their chemical character- 
istics, i. e., as an acid at 50 cents per 
pound under paragraph 1, as a material 
for dyeing or tanning at various rates of 
duty under paragraph 22, ete. It will be 
seen that the issue is one of great impor- 
tance to all importers of drugs, as the 
rates of duty under these different classi- 
fications vary greatly. 

In the case under consideration, that of 
Proctor vs. United States, an importation 
of extract of nutgalls was made at the 
rort of Boston, where it was classified 
for duty as tannic acid or tannin, dutiable 
at 50 cents per pound. The importer con- 
tended that the goods should be assessed 
either as ‘‘drugs, such as nutgalls* * * 
advanced in value or condition” at one- 
fourth cent per pound under paragraph 
20 of the tariff act, or as “extracts of 
barks such as are commonly used for dye- 
ing or tanning’’ at seven-eighths of one 
cent per pound under paragraph 22, or as 
a “chemical compound”’ at 25 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 3. The Board 


of Général Appraisérs decided this issue 
in favor of the government, affirming the 
action of the collector in assessing duty 
at 50 cents per pound upon the tmporta- 
tion as tannic acid or tannin, but the Cir- 
cuit Court has now reversed the board in 
a very carefully prepared decision in 
which are laid down some important riilés 
for construing various provisions of the 
chemical schedule, After reviewing the 
history of the tariff legislation régarding 
nutgalls, _— for many years have been 
the subject of litigation, thé court says*- 


‘Tt appears that extract of nutgalls is made 
by grinding nutgalls, digesting the poWder in 
water, and filtering to reriove inipurities. To 
keep the filtrate from fermenting or molding, 
a chernical, probably sulphurous acid, is added, 
as a preservative. The Board of General Ap- 
preisers has found that the chemical thus 
added. works no chemical change in the article. 
Analysis shows that the filtrate contains about 
25 per. cent. of tanning matter (tannic acid 
chiefly) with gallic acid in much smaller but 
varying proportion, more than 50 per cent. of 
weter and volatile matter, and a large organi¢ 
and mineral residue. Otherwise stated, the 
article here in question contains ‘the active 
principle of tannic acid, plus certain gummy 
matters, plus certain salts which dissolve fam 
the woody substance,’ plus water. This is ‘ex. 
tract of ground nutgalls which, of course, Is 
far more valuable than the ground mass con- 
taiing the woody fiber or the whole galls before 
grinding.’ Tannin is chemically known as digal- 
lic anhydrate, having a symbol of C'!*H1!°0®, 
According to the testimony, it may be prepared 
by treating the filtrate above described with 
acetate of lead, precipating tannate of lead, 
which precipitate is decomposed by hydrogen 
sulphide, leaving tannic acid in solution. The 
soiution may be evaporated to produce the 
anhydrate, Tannin may also be produced by 
extracting with alcohol and ether, and wasn- 
ing the extract with water; and see Wurtz Dic- 
tionary de Chimie art. Tannin). It may also 
be prepared from substances other than nut- 
galls. As stated by the Board of General Ap- 
praisers, the preparation of tannin from ex- 
tract of nutealls involves chemical reactions, 
while it seems that the preparation of extract 
of nutgalls (the imported article here in ques 
tion) from whole nutgalls involves only me- 
chanical changes. The Board of General Ap 
praisers has found that extract of nutgalis, 
chemically considered, is not tannic acid. The 
decision of the board in favor of the govern- 
ment was based (1) upon a finding that the 
term ‘tannic acid,’ as used in trade, includes 
extract of nutgalls; and (2) on the ground that 
extract of nutgalls is more closely similar. in 
material, character and uses to tannic acid 
than to any other article mentioned in the 
tariff act. 7

there is now before this court considerably 
more testimony than that upon which the find- 
ing of the board was based. Four witnesses 
testified for the importers (only one heard by

Of these, 
Drobegg apparently knew nothing of commer- 
cial nomenclature. Rau testified that he sold 
the same article as liquid tannin and extract 
of nutgalls, marking the barrels in the one 
case liquid tannic acid and in the other extract 
of nutgalls, to suit the vagaries of the trade, 
He further testified, however, that when tannic 
acid or tannin is inquired for, the dry materia) 
is understood.

Saturday Noon, July 1, 1905. 


The market, as a whole, shows no 
material change or improvement this 
week, but the volume of new business 
for June reached a fairly satisfactory 
total in most quarters. The require. 
ments continue generally light, and 
transactions beyond the usual jobbing 
quantities are limited. Prices, on the 
whole, reflect a favorable degree of sta- 
bility. New crop arrivals of egg albn- 
men are now due, and in the opinion 
of nearly all dealers they will be held 
at a very firm basis. Antimony salts 
and tartar emetic are strongly held. 
The tin products will probably be ad- 
vanced. Gambier is well main- 
tained for shipment, and the 
local situation is correspondingly 
steady. Blue aleppo nutgalls. are 
easier in London but unchang- 
ed in spot under light stocks. 
Tapioca flour is inclined to be firmer, 
the unavailability of the root necesst- 
tating the closing of a large number of 
the factories. 

ACETATE OF SODA.—The strength 
of the raw material restricts manufac- 
ture on a large scale, but supplies are 
available in the usual quantities of 
5 and 10 bbls., for which prices are 
steadily maintained at 3%@4c. 

ACID, TANNIC.—Buyers’ views are 
fully up to those of sellers’, and a lead- 
ing dealer will not shade 35c. on con- 
tracts and up to 40c. is maintained for 
smal! spot requirements. 

ALBUMEN.—The first arrivals of 
new crop goods, both Chinese and Rus- 
sian egg, are expected within a few 
days and will probably form a test for 
the interpretation of the government’s 
restriction on the importation of egg 
products treated with chemical preser- 
vatives and intended for consumption. 
This condition has tended to curtail 
the production, and advancing prices 
are likely to be maintained, in conse- 
quence. Local stocks have been de- 
pleted by the absence of arrivals of late 
and consist almost entirely of Chinese 
stocks. For this variety there is prob- 
ably little of desirable description be- 
low 46c. The better grades of Russian 
are held up to 65c. Blood albumen is 
without feature but steady at 2l1c. for 
domestic to 28c. for choice imported. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Gener- 
ally quiet conditions prevail but the 
market is maintained along fa'trly 
steady lines at 10@14\%c. for oil and at 
8%@9c,. for salt. 

ANTIMONY.—Under the influence of 
the strength of the raw material, val- 
ues for salts continue firm at 14@16c. 
for 75 per cent., 13@15c. for 65 per cent., 
and at 10@12c. for 47 per cent. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—No decline 
is likely in this product and the posi- 
tion of the metal market may warrant 
a higher schedule. Current quotations 
are on the basis of 94@9%c. for 50 de- 
gress, 

COCHINEAL.—A quiet market pre- 
vails but in the absence of arrivuls, 
stocks continue light, and there is no 
disposition to force sales by concessions 
from the prevailing range of quota- 
tions at 48@50c. for all varieties. 

DEXTRINE.—The strength of im- 
ported potato dextrine has tended to 
divert buyers’ interest more to the 
heaper domestic, but there is no appar- 
ent abatement of the firmness of the 
former at 64%@7c., as to brand, quan- 
tity and holder. The domestic con- 
linues at 5%@6c. Corn dextrine is yet 
#vailable at 2.35¢c, from first hands in 
ear lots, but outside holders maintain 
up to 2%c. 

GAMBIER.—The second arrival .Jur- 
ing June is at hand on the Schuyikill, 
with 700 tons bringing the total for the 
month to 1,075 tons. Of the Schuylkill 
‘ot. we are advised that not 100 tens 
were left unsold by arrival, and this 
talance has been somewhat reduced 
curing the fe-vy days she has been at 
deck. For arrival 4@4%c. was gener- 
aliy named. but some lots are reported 
to have been move slightly below the 
inside figure. For shipment we hear 
that nothing better than 3.90c. is avail- 
able, but buyers’ views are still around 
83'c¢. The store situation is well main- 
tainea, supplies being limited and held 
in few hands. Lately-stored stuf is 
available at 4%c., but up to 4%c is 
askeé€ for older goods, 

INDTGO.—The market for vegetable 
continues along the same quiet fines. 
and advices from primary sources give 
nothing of new interest. The syinnpa- 
thetic situation shows a fairly active 
movement on contracts, and prices are 
stesacy at 18@20c.. as to quantity and 
terms of sale. The following extract 
from the Madras Mail may be of in- 
terest te show the relations hetween 
the natural and artificial dves:— 
Comnany known as the Ba- 
Aniline nnd Soda Fabrik. which manu- 
factures the famous synthetic indigo. has an 
active agency iv India, which distributes every 
ear eanies of the ecomnany’s report. That for 
1904 has now reached us. and it bears witness 
to the laree onerations of the comnany The 
profit for the wear however. was lees thar tt 
was in 192% 544.926, as aeninst £583,787. The 
share and debenture canital of the eampanv 
it mav here he noted, is £1,550.000. The 
mannfacturing oneraticns of the comnany are 
nat. of cavrse. confined to svnthetic indieo. and 
that article alone does not determine the ex 
tent of its profit In explainine the dimin- 
ished return in 1904 the directors remark:— 
“Although the figures for the past year have

not reached those of the previous year, we do 
not think that the result of the year’s working 
can be. cailed unsatisfactory, looking at the 
condition of the business during the year. The 
adverse condition of the trade has in combina- 
tion with the war in the Far East prevented a 
livelier development of the sales, while at the 
same time the severe competition among manu- 
facturrs of coal tar dyes caused a further de- 
cline in the prices and profits,’’ On the sub- 
ject of synthetic indigo, it is remarked:—‘‘The 
outturn of plant indigo last: season again 
shows considerable reductions jn all districts 
where it is cultivated, As regards the con- 
sumption, the synthetic indigo has successfully 
further repulsed its adversary;.a few countries 
only which are difficult to get at still stick to 
plant indigo, but even there our product makes 
steady progress.’’ The ‘‘few countries’’ *‘which 
are difficult to get at’’ are not named, and it 
is not easy to understand why synthetic in 
digo should be at any special disadvantage in 
such a respect. As regards customs tariffs on 
indigo, natural and synthetic, it is stated:— 
‘‘Everywhere synthetic indigo has been placed 
on the. same footing as natural indigo.’”’ Fur- 
ther, the German treaty with Austria+Hun- 
gary allows alizarine and indigo to enter duty 
free’’—we ._presume “‘indigo’’ here means Ger- 
man synthetic indigo. Does natural indigo 
enjoy the same privilege in Austria-Hungary, 
we wonder? We note a statement in the re- 
port that amalgamation has now been secured 
with the Farbenfabriken Bayer & Company 
and the Actien-Gesellschaft fur Aniline. Fab- 
rikation in Berlin, a trust formation that may 
have big consequences. A curious item in the 
acounts is the sum of £3,750 for ‘‘charitable 
purposes.’’ It would be interesting to know 
how this sum of 75,000 marks.is distributed. 
Can it be intended for the poor indigo planter? 
—Madras Mail. 

NUTGALLS.—Our London corre- 
spondent writes of a further weak- 
ening tendency for Aleppo galls in that 
market, holders being anxious sellers at 
§Us. per cent. for blues. Spot stocks 
are sufficiently light and strongly held 
to mitigate the effect of the Loudon 
situation, and prices are maintained at 
23@25e. Chinese galls are held firmly 
in the markets abroad, and the spt 
basis is well sustained at 14@l5c., as 
fo quantity. 

PRUSSIATES.—Dullness_ character- 
izes this market and there is nothing 
of interest to note. Prices remain nom- 
inally on the basis of 13%@13%c. for 
yellow prussiate of potash and 9%4@ 
9%4c. for prussiate of soda. 

STARCH.—Quotations for corn starch 
continue on the recently prevailing 
basis of 1.65c. in bags and 1.80c. in bbls. 
for pear!, and the expectations of a 
higher level do not seem near a reali- 
zation under the present quiet state of 
the market and the effect of keen com- 
petition. Values for other descriptions 
are neminally steady as listed. 

TAPIOCA AND SAGO FLOUR.—A 
local dealer in close touch with condi- 
tions in primary markets advises us 
that quite a number of the large tapi- 
oca factories have been obliged to shut 
down and that others are to follow 
their example, on account of the in- 
ability to obtain root. The: planters 
have been discouraged by the poor 
market that prevailed a year or so 
ago, and it requires two years for che 
development of the root. Quotations 
are unchanged at 2@2\c. for tapioca 
and at 1%@2%c. for sago flour. 

TARTAR EMETIC.—The_ téendcncy 
of the market is one of undoubted 
firmness, under the influence of the raw 
material, and 19c, is probably an inside 
quotation. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—The position of the 
metal will probably warrant an ad- 
vance of 4c. above the current basis 
of 22@2314c.,, as to style of package. 

ZINC DUST.—We hear of nothing be- 
ing available from dock, and store 
goods are well held at 54%4@6c.

German and Japanese Brush In- 
dustry. 


(From United States Commercial Agent 
Harris, Eibenstock, Germany,) 


During tHe past few years it cannot be 
said that the brush industry in Germany 
has prospered, owing to the high cost of 
the necessary raw materials imported 
from foreign countries. At present the 
factories are kept busy and have booked 
sufficient orders to keep them running for 
the rest of the year. 

The war in the Far East has exercised 
an important influence upon the German 
brush trade with the United States. Un- 
til the outbreak of the war American im- 
porters purchased more brushes in Japan 
than in Germany. The: center of the 
brush industry in Saxony is Schoenheide, 
in this consular district. In the manufac- 
ture of brushes this little town, with its 
8,000 inhabitants, is to the German Em- 
yire what the city of Osaka is to Japan, 
Gadere the war the Japanese industry was 
very prosperous, and about 1,000 laborers 
were employed in Osaka alone. The daily 
production amounted to about — 16,000 
pieces, consisting of tooth, nail and hair 
brushes. Apart from Osaka the manufac- 
ture of brushes has taken root in the sur- 
rounding: country and: has developed into 
a sort of a house industry, in which girls, 
particularly, are employed. In 1903 $229,- 
646 worth of tooth brushes and $64,700 
worth of various other kind of brushes 
were exported from Japan to foreign 
countries, 8) per cent. going to the United 
States. During 1903 Japan imported about 
$100,000 worth of hog bristles from the 
United States. 

The export of brushes from this con- 
sular district to the United States in the 
fiscal years 1900, 1901, 1902, 1993 and 1904 
were valued at $11,663, $14,063, $2,899, $5,200 
and $14,365, respectively. Inasmuch as 
large quantities of brushes are sold to 
commission houses in the larger cities of 
Germany and France, especially Paris, 
these statistics do not give a correct idea 
of the exact amount made in. Schoen- 
heide which find their way to the United 
States. Manufacturers here claim that 
the war is enabling them to regain the 
ground lost to Japanese competition dur- 
ing the past few years, and the figures 
given would corroborate this belief to the 
extent that the exports to the United 
States. are mow what they were three 
years ago.
